Preface 


Many of the topics contained in this 
report will be the same as those in the 
1993 Report. This is a_ positive 
situation because it means the Town is 
engaged in matters of long term 
significance to the Town. The report, 
therefore, is largely a progress report 
on these matters. 


Water Supply 


Nothing is of greater significance to the 
long-range well-being of Natick than 
guaranteeing a safe and clean water 
supply for both the present and the 
future. This is being accomplished by 2 
projects: development of a new water 
supply and treatment of existing water 


supply. 


e Elm Bank 


The Town has been engaged in 
attempts to develop this two million 
gallon a day water supply since the 
1970s. The Town was able to get 
the necessary special legislation, as 
well as a myriad of permits from 
various state agencies during 1994 
for the Elm Bank wells. The related 
pump station, and the laying of 
new lines required for the 
achievement of this project, were 
accomplished. 


Finally, during 1995 the Elm Bank 
Water Supply will be part of the 
Natick water system. There are 
many officials and citizens of Natick 
involved in this project for the last 
20 years who are very proud of 
their participation in this long term 
gain for the Town of Natick. 


We wish to express special thanks 
for the supervisor and workers of 
the Water and Sewer Division of 
the Department of Public Works 
who installed much of the necessary 
new water line for this project, and 
in so doing saved the Town almost 
$500,000. 


Evergreen Well 


The development of the Elm Bank 
Water Supply was never meant as 
a substitute for existing Town water 
supply, but rather an augmenting 
of that supply. It also provides us 
with the opportunity to better 
manage the existing water supply. 
Contamination has been discovered 
in the Town’s Evergreen Well. 
Although all water being supplied to 
the residents of the Town meets all 
standards for quality, the method of 
achieving that might be called a 
“band-aid” approach. A 
permanent solution to the quality 
of the water supply must be 
accomplished by the construction 
and operation of a water treatment 
plant. That water treatment plant 
will be designed and located such 
that it can provide treatment for 
other Town wells should that be 
necessary in the future. 


In cooperation with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection the Town 
is vigorously investigating the 
source of the contamination in 
order that there be no further 
contamination and to the extent 

ssible the Town recover its cost 
or treatment. 


Economic Development 


The business friendly atmosphere of the 
Town of Natick can best be illustrated 
by the achievement of 3 projects during 
1994. 


¢ Boston Scientific 


Boston _ Scientific Corporation, 
previously of Watertown, has 
purchased, renovated and _ totally 
occupied as Corporate Headquarters 
the previous Prime Computer 
Headquarters on Route 9. 


¢ Cognex Corporation 


Similarly, Cognex Corporation, 
previously of Needham, has 
purchased, renovated, and occupied 
the so called Natick Executive Park I 
Office Building. 


These two developments are not 
only of significance to the Town’s 
tax base and employment situation, 
but also have rescued the quality of 
facilities in those areas of Route 9 
which was previously threatened by 
the recession. 


e Natick Mall 


The construction and opening of 
the new Natick Mall was achieved 
by the scheduled October 12, 1994 
date. We will discuss this project 
further when discussing the 
Municipal Facility and Natick 
Center. 


Recycling 

In addition to the success in recycling in 
Natick in previous years, the goal in 
this area for 1994 was implementing a 
curb-side recycling program for all 
recyclables. This has been fully 
achieved in 1994. The Town 1s grateful 
for the solution and planning activity 
of the Town’s Recycling Committee, the 
implementation of this service by the 
Department of Public Works and the 
enthusiastic participation of all citizens 
of Natick. 
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Municipal Facility and Natick 
Center 


A. In 1981 when pepo ee Zak dn 
was implemented, Natick faced the 
added problem of long overdue 
replacement of dilapidated and 
obsolete municipal facilities. 


B. In the mid 1980’s much was 
accomplished to renovate and 
replace the facilities. This was 
accomplished by sound financial 
planning in a period of additional 
revenue from both state aid and 
economic development. 


The main accomplishments were: 


¢ Renovation of Natick High 
School 


¢ Relocation and replacement of 
the DPW headquarters and 
garage. 


¢ Replacement of obsolete and 
difficult to repair DPW and Fire 
equipment. 


¢ Establishment of a Capital Plan 
to guarantee that essential 
services were not maintained at 
the expense of a sound plan for 
routine but necessary capital 


improvements. 
¢ Restoration of Wilson & 
Kennedy Middle Schools. 


e Restoration of Cole School as a 
Recreation Center. 


C. The economic downturn of the late 
1980’s and early 1990’s resulted in 
drastic reduction of revenue from 
both state’ aid and economic 
development. The facility 
replacement program ceased and 
routine capital improvements were 
reduced to a shear minimum. 


D. Economic development activity has 
increased in both the residential and 
commercial sectors. The 
redevelopment of Natick Mall is 
resulting in the largest single 
popes tax revenue increase in the 

istory of Natick. 


Opportunity 


A. It would be a tragedy if Natick fails 
to develop a sound plan for 
combining the one time increase in 
revenue base provided by the Mall 
growth with the monumental and 
urgent need to replace the Town’s 
remaining and dilapidated facilities. 


B. If this plan is not developed and 
adhered to, the financial burden of 
replacing these facilities which must 
be replaced, will heavily be borne by 
residential taxpayers of the Town. 


C. This plan will complete the school 
renovation projects done in the 
1980s by a complete renovation 
and expansion of the Town’s 
elementary schools. 


D. Although the plan includes 
renovation and expansion of the 
Town’s elementary schools, many of 
the facilities to be replaced are 
located in Natick Center. It has 
long been the view of the Town that 
this area is the Community Center, 
the location of the Common, Town 
Hall, Post Office, District Court, 
Library, Police Station, Fire Station 
and many of the Town’s churches. 


Every effort should be made to 
provide support for the businesses 
which form the center’s economic 
base. The replacement of the 
municipal facilities in the Center 
could be a major boost to that area 
of Town, both economically and 
aesthetically. 


Criteria for the Plan 


A. The major increase in revenue from 
the redevelopment of Natick Mall 
must be dedicated to the Phase I of 
elementary school renovation and 
expansion, renovation and 
expansion of Morse Institute 
Library, and replacement of Town 
Hall, Police Station and Fire Station. 


B. Declining principal and _ interest 
demand for amortization of existing 
bond issues must be used to assist 
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amortization of new bonds for the 
above purposes. 


C. The Bond Plan for these purposes 
can not stand alone, but be part of 
a more comprehensive plan for all 
aspects of Town Finances for this 
period. 


D. The plan avoids an over-ride of 
proposition 2 1/2. The plan does 
not rely on increases in residential 
or commercial property taxes. 
Annual increase of 2 1/2% of the 
Town’s current economic base must 
not be relied upon for this project, 
nor shall increases in the tax levy 
from other residential or 
commercial development. 


E. Free Cash and other current funds 
shall not be used for this project. 


Private Roads 


The Town of Natick, like any Town that 
was established more than 300 years 
ago, has many private and inadequate 
roads which in many cases are 
marginally passable for public safety 
vehicles he as ambulances and fire 
ladder trucks. Most of these private 
roads contain many residential 
dwellings. There are 35.5 mules of 
private ways in the Town of Natick, of 
which there are 6.5 mules of dirt roads, 
10 miles of oil gravel coating and 19 
miles of some form of paving. This 
problem is full of siplen legal and 
engineering issues. Although no 
solution to this problem has been 
found, it continues to be a major goal 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Emergency 911 


At long last the 911 emergency call and 
dispatch system has been successfully 
installed in the Town of Natick. This 
has occasioned the accomplishment of 
another goal; the combining of Police 
and Fire into a single Public Safety 
Dispatch Center. The 911 system has 
been an important tool in providing 
essential information for response. 


Conclusion 


Although the Office of the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Administrator are 
involved in many other issues than 
those described above, the above, 
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however, does provide a progress report 
of the top priorities and confirms that 
the Town is extensively involved in 
many programs and projects essential 
to the future well being of the Town of 
Natick.

As chief election officer for the Town of 
Natick, 1994 was impacted by local as 
well as state redistricting. On the local 
level it was necessary to redraw some 
precinct lines in order to have equal 
representation townwide. Each 

recinct must have no more than 5% 

igher or lower of the total population. 
On the state level the town was split 
into two Senatorial Districts. Precincts 
6, 7, 9 and 10 were shifted into the 
Norfolk, Bristol and Middlesex District 
represented by State Senator, Cheryl 
Jacques. The remaining precincts, 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5, and 8 stayed in Middlesex, 
Norfolk and Worcester District with 
Senator David Magnani as their 
Senator. 


There were three elections in 1994. 
The Annual Town Election, March 
29th; State Primary, September 20th 
and the State Election, November 8, 
1994. The State Election drew 73% of 
all registered voters to the polls. It was 
very evident that the voters wanted a 
voice in that election. In 1994 there 
were 3 town meetings. The April and 
October Annual Town Meetings and 
one Special Town Meeting in June. 


Revenue generated by the Town Clerk's 
Office amounted to $49,857.64. Fish 
and Wildlife licenses were the top 
money maker in 1994. 


Vital Statistics for 1994 are as follows: 


Births - 1,004 Marriages - 248 
Deaths - 367 


These figures show a decrease in each of 
the three statistics from 1993 to 1994. 
Out of the 1,004 births, 383 births 
were those to Natick residents and the 
rest to non residents. This number 
increased from 260 in 1993 to 383 in 
1994.

Board of Registrars 


The office of Registrar of Voters saw 
many changes in the area of voter 
registration, and out of office, state 
mandated, registration sessions in 
1994. Effective July 1, 1994 was the 
implementation of Mail-in Voter 
Registration. Mail-in registration 
forms were distributed to the post 
offices, banks, library, apartment 
complexes, and the hospital. These 
forms were also distributed to ll 
colleges and universities in 
Massachusetts. As a result the increase 
of registered voters was approximately 
1000, due mainly to the mail-in forms. 
The most significant changes will occur 
as of January 1, 1995 with the 
creation of a Central Voter Registry. 


As of December 1994 the total number 
of registered voters are as follows:

Home visits made for contagion and 
other related matters totaled 45. 


Mantoux skin tests for tuberculosis 
totaled 250. 11 positive reactors were 
identified. 4 active cases were identified 
and followed up by the Public Health 
ne All remained active at year's 
end. 


At our weekly Blood Pressure Screenin 
Clinics, 1,111 residents participated, 
with 36 referrals to private physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held in the fall 
according to State guidelines. A_ total 
of 1,592 residents were inoculated. 


88 children under the age of 6 were 
screened for Lead Poisoning. No 
referrals for elevated blood lait levels 
were necessary. 


The Public Health Nurse represented the 
Board of Health at 
conferences/workshops on tuberculosis, 
vector control, immunizations, an 
communicable diseases. 


Rabies Clinics were held in May; a total 
of 323 dogs and cats were vaccinated, 
and $1,615 in fees were returned to 
the Town Treasury. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town 
Treasury for various licenses, permits 
fees, and inspections totale 
$88,862.69, an increase of 
$12,284.09 over 1993. 


A total of 15,492 doses of various 
biologics were distributed to Natick 
physicians during 1994, an increase of 
1,781 over 1993. 


A total of 539 inspections were 
conducted for 239 food establishments 
of all types, including restaurants, 
markets, bakeries, caterers, clubs 
schools, canteen __ trucks, food 
manufacturers, fairs, the hospital 
nursing homes, and a circus. A total o 
1,808 inspections, complaint 
investigations, progress inspections, and 
field consultations were carried out by 
the Board of Health staff relative to 
environmental sanitation, housing, 
nursing homes, underground storage 
tanks, sewerage, drainage, swimming 
pools, day camps, livestock, hazardous 
materials, and other public health 
matters. 


A total of 16 Show Cause Hearings, 
Court Cases, and Administrative 
Hearings were necessary during 1994. 
On April 9th, the Board of Health 
sponsored Natick's ninth Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day at the 
Clean Harbors facility on Mercer Road. 
Hazardous materials from 300 
households were collected and sorted 
for proper disposal at a cost in excess of 
$25,000, all of which was donated by 
Clean Harbors of Natick, Inc. 


The Board of Health continued its 
active role on WNatick's Residential 
Underground Storage Tank Project. 
Board of Health staff was instrumental 
in assuring virtually 100 percent 
participation by _ residential tank 
owners. 


In February, our Tobacco Control 
Director was hired, using the $46,000 
grant obtained from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health for the 
purpose of carrying out an intensive 
tobacco control program. The goals of 
the programs are twofold: (1) to 
enforce existing and future tobacco 
control laws and regulations, and (2) to 
make it virtually impossible for children 
under age 18 to purchase tobacco 
products in Natick. 
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During 1994 all 44 retail tobacco 
dealers were licensed and inspected. 21 
restaurants, 2 malls and numerous 
workplaces voluntarily went smoke- 
free. 5 cigarette vending machines 
were removed from Natick. 
Undercover buying operations were 
conducted to make certain that dealers 
are not selling tobacco products to 
minors, and repeat violators have been 
fined. 


Food establishment permits increased by 
24 over 1993, going from 215 to 239. 
In 1984 there were 155 permits. 
Despite this 54 percent increase in the 
number of establishments, the Board of 
Health has been functioning with one 
Sanitarian/Inspector instead of two 
since 1991. The Board is concerned 
that we are unable to perform the 
required number of inspections with 
this continued understaffing situation.

Information Systems Advisory Board 


Wingate Havener, Information Systems 
Advisory Board member for the Town 
of Natick, resigned from the Board this 
year. It will not be necessary to remind 
you that one of the reasons the 
Information Systems Board has been 
consistent in its approach _ to 
information systems over the years is 
Wingate Havener’s fourteen years of 
service to the Town. We are all going 
to miss him, and we wish him the best 
of luck. 


The Town's information infrastructure 
was used to create and process over 
forty million dollars of Real Estate, 
Personal Property, Excise, Water, 
Sewer, Police Detail, and Building 
Permit receivables during 1994. The 
Town’s information infrastructure was 


further enhanced when the Assessors 
Department brought in-house the 
computer assisted mass appraisal 
(CAMA) application which was 
formally performed by Cole-Layer- 
Trumble. 


The information system utilized by the 
Public Safety user community 
continues to evolve. After years of 
cultivation by the Police and Fire Chiefs, 
combined Police and Fire Dispatching 
started operations in early November, 
1994. The combine Dispatch 
environment will facilitate E-911 
Operation by creating one E-911 
answering point. Because the Public 
Safety computer system is over six years 
old combined with the need for 
additional computer resources, the 
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Police and Fire Departments need a new 
hardware platform. 


The Macintosh user community has 
swollen to approximately 50 members. 
The Town has more employees using 
more computers in more diversified 
functions. For example, the Library 
now offers limited access to the 
Internet. As computer users increase in 
their numbers, so do their training 
requirements. Training people to use 
computers has always been important; 
however, given the expanding diversity 
and functionality of useful ways to use 
computers, training is more important 
than ever. 


Two members of the Information 
Systems Advisory Board are serving 
double duty; the Selectmen have 
appointed both David Dimmick and 
Vincent Evangelist to the Cable 
Advisory Committee. On behalf of the 
Cable Advisory Committee, Vincent 
Evangelista attended a Department 
Heads meeting; at that meeting he 
surveyed the department eads 
regarding their cable needs. The 
department head survey results are 
interesting, and the Board would like to 
invite all interested parties to view those 
results. 
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Edward J. Markey, United States 
Congressman 7th District for 
Massachusetts, worked on Natick’s 
behalf supporting the Town’s grant 
request with The National 
Telecommunication and Information 
Administration. Natick’s grant request 
was an effort to make tangible the 
benefits of the information 
superhighway through Internet 
membership. Our goal was to develo 
an Internet infrastructure so Natic 
residents could have low-cost access to 
the information super highway. 
Natick’s grant request was not funded; 
however, we plan to submit similar 
grant requests in the future. The 
Information Systems Advisory Board 
would like to hear about your ideas 
regarding the Internet. 


Gwendolyn Sams-Lynch has_ been 
appointed by the Selectmen to the 
Information Systems Board. The 
Information Systems Board would like 
to take this opportunity to welcome 
Gwen to Natick. and look forward to 
working with her.

The Town was faced with a substantial 
volume of legal issues which required 
Town Counsel services in 1994, 
pemneny in the areas of bankruptcy, 
idding, contracts, insurance, licensing, 
personal injury claims, personnel issues, 
property damage _ claims, taxes, 
workmen’s compensation and zoning. 


Annual Town Meetings were held in 
April and October and a Special Town 
Meeting was held in June. Among the 
action taken by Town Meeting was to 
authorize an early retirement program 
for teachers; to appropriate money for 
construction of a fuel depot for 
municipal vehicles and equipment, for 
renovation and expansion of the 
Town’s salt storage shed, and for 
additions and renovations to the Brown 
School and the Lilja School; to 
authorize borrowing for removal of 
underground tanks and contaminated 
soil; and to build an addition to the 
Morse Institute Library. 


Contracts were negotiated for the 
purchase of a fire pumper truck, for 
outlet control modifications at Jennings 
Pond, for renovations at Memorial 
Beach, for a site investigation of 
possible contamination at the Lilja 
School, for collection and 
transportation of solid waste and 
recyclable solid waste, for the continued 
rental of space at the former Lincoln 
School for the Natick District Court and 
for the lease of space for the space for 
the Morse Institute Library while the 
Library addition is being built. The 
Town acquired for conservation 
purposes the former Hurwitz property 
on Route 9, near Centre Street. The 
Town sold the former DPW Sanitation 
property on West Central Street. 


Lawsuits resolved in 1994 include 
sixty-five tax abatement appeals, one 
challenge to real estate tax assessments 
by a bankrupt property owner, one 
appeal from a gun permit denial, in 
which the decision of the Chief of Police 
was upheld; two workmen’s 
compensation cases, and the Costco 
appeal which upheld the Planning 
Board denial of a site plan approval 
special permit. 


Lawsuits pending at the end of 1994 
include five tort cases, two bankruptcy 
cases, one sewer rate case, twenty-five 
tax abatement appeals, twelve 
workmen’s compensation cases and two 
zoning cases. 


Our firm, Murphy, Hesse, Toomey and 
Lehane, is a law firm of twenty-seven 
lawyers. Partners Michael Lehane, 
Regina Williams Tate and David 
DeLuca and associates Kevin Feeley, 
Geoffrey Wermuth, Nicola Favorito 
and Kimberly McCarthy have also 
assisted the Town of Natick with legal 
problems throughout the year. We 
wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
Frederick Conley, Michael Rourke, 
Maureen Fleming, Donna Challis, Ann 
Wiles and all Natick employees and 
board members who always give us 
prompt help, usually on short notice. 
We appreciate your patience and 
courtesy and we enjoy working with 
Natick very much.

The Commission on Disability continues 
to advocate on behalf of the concerns 
of the residents with disabilities, to 
ensure that we reach the goal of full 
inclusion of people with disabilities in 
community activities. A number of 
commissioners stepped down for health 
and other reasons, but were replaced 
with enthusiastic, capable advocates. 


The Commission has been working with 
local businesses, notifying them of their 
need to correct any state or Federal 
code violations, offering technical 
assistance where needed. With the 
opening of the new Natick Mall, the 
Commission closely watched the 
progress and recommended numerous 
corrections which were completed with 
a mixed response. Information about 
responsibilities of employers under the 
ADA was distributed to the 175 tenants 
of the Mall. 


The Commission has been working 
closely with a number of town 
departments to ensure compliance with 
the ADA. The new library plans were 
reviewed and appeared to provide 
accommodations for ople with 
mobility and sensory disability. As the 
library is relocated during its major 
renovations, the staff have consulted 
the Commission to ensure that the 
interim facilities provide adequate 
services to our_ residents with 
disabilities. With plans for a new 
municipal center incorporating the old 
town hall, police and fire departments, 
the Commission will be taking an active 
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role in reviewing plans and 
recommending not just minimal 
compliance with access codes, but 
urging the new facilities to be user- 
friendly to people with disabilities. A 
townwide evaluation and transition 
pig was prepared by a consultant 
ired by the town to assist in this legal 
responsibility. Each department has 
identified any barriers to services and 
facilities, and has started correcting 
their facilities and policies and 
procedures. The town has supported 
the Commission's goal that town 
departments be sensitive to any 
accommodation needed to allow people 
with disabilities to participate in 
meetings and _ services. Special 
commendations go to the Recreation 
and Human ‘Services Department, 
which made accessible the Town Beach 
this past summer and fall; the School 
Department which integrated good 
access into the Brown School 
renovations; and the Department of 
Public Works who installed a number 
of curb cuts in the downtown area, 
near Town Hall and the Police Station. 


With the guidance of Kirk Buschenfeldt 
and Jan Williams, the Natick High 
School started a Disability Awareness 
Day, when about sixty students and 
several teachers participated in a 
disability simulation. We look forward 
to developing this into a more 
comprehensive educational program, 
reaching more high school students, 
and educating younger grades as well. 


The Commission continues its Volunteer 
Handicapped Parking Enforcement 
Program, facilitating the citation of 
violators using handicapped parking 
spaces. The response has been very 
positive. A major. obstacle to 
enforcement has been the use of 
incorrect signs. These are in the process 
of being changed to the correct 
wording, and the Commission has 


purchased signs to make available for 
sale to local businesses. 


The Commission continues to meet in 
Town Hall the second Wednesday 
evening of every month, and welcomes 
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all Natick residents interested in 
offering their input or voicing their 
concerns. A commission member is 
present at most Selectmen's Meetings to 
advise the Selectmen of the needs of the 
town's disabled residents. 


Council on Aging 


The mission of the Council On Aging is 
to provide advocacy and _ support 
systems for the adult citizens, focusing 
on senior citizens, of Natick by working 
with them toward the ultimate goal of 
maintenance of independence and 
improvement of their quality of life. 
The Board's eleven members address the 
needs and concerns of Natick's 6,000+ 
adults over 60 years of age. 


The Council On Aging, as part of the 
State network for Elder Services, applied 
for and received grant moneys ae 
the Executive Office of Elder Affairs. 
EOEA grants are awarded to 
supplement local appropriations. The 
focus is on developing programs and 
services for elders which fill local gaps 
in service provision. The grant moneys 
received this year were used to fund 
part time social work positions, a 
subsidized transportation option and a 
part time volunteer coordinator. Our 
Friends organization also donated 
$3,000 toward our transportation 
program. 


The COA could not function without 
the more than 150 _ dedicated 
volunteers who contribute in excess of 
15,000 hours of their valuable time 
worth $126,579 (at the current 
prevailing rates as ee by the 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs). 
Volunteer opportunities exist in many 
areas of direct service from friendly 
visitors, escorts, grocery shopping 
transportation to medical 
appointments, to tax assistance and 
home delivered meals, to name a few. 


Volunteers also assist in developing and 
presenting the over 80 programs and 
activities offered at the Senior Center 
this year. There were a wide variety of 
programs and activities such as: Clergy 


Teas, peer support groups, Health 


Benefits Counseling, health 
Paeiotgry education, br: EXEFCISE, 
allroom dancing, an Assisted Living 


forum, bereavement, alterations, 
SHARE, computer classes, crafts, 
"Friends", and our Goldenaires who sing 
in Nursing Homes and at other 
community locations. 


The administrative assistant and social 
service staff work with adults in the 
community at large who are applying 
for fuel assistance (41), coordinate 
snow shoveling jobs (15), provide 
information and referral service for 
seniors and families (1,523); assist 
with applications for the Homestead 
protection, Health Care directives, the 
Ride, housing, Medicaid and medigap 

licies,; and meet with seniors and/or 
amily members to counsel on nursing 
home or other housing options, tax 
abatements, general insurance issues, 
financial issues, and home care options; 
make comprehensive assessments and 
direct referrals when appropriate to 
home care agencies, vision and hearing 
loss agencies, therapeutic resources, 
elders-at-risk and protective services 
(1,266). 


An integral part of the Senior Center is 
the Nutrition Program consisting of 
Meals on Wheels and Congregate Meals 
at the Center five days per week. Meals 
on Wheels delivered 17,464 meals to 
frail, homebound elders in our 
community. The Congregate Meals 
served 5,657 meals at the Center in 
FY94. 


The Senior Center requests all 
articipants and visitors sign in a log 
ere each day they enter the building. 
There were 20,963 visits logged in 
FY94. And, we served over 2,300 
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different individuals. Many of those 
served were adult children of seniors, 
some trying to set up care giving from 
across the country for their Natick 
relatives. 


The major issue we faced this year was 
affordable transportation. In spite of 
the local resources of the Neighborhood 
Bus, the Lift Bus, the Ride, Busy Bee, 
and our volunteers, there continues to 
be gaps for a large number of seniors. 
This lack of transportation isolates 
elders and prevents them from 
obtaining goods and services, including 
medical, in an independent manner. 
The COA will be exploring other options 
as we attempt to address this issue of 
transportation. 
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The department encourages input from 
the community. If you have any 
comments, suggestions, complaints or 
wish to join us, please contact one of 
the staff. We want your participation.

Recreation and Human Services Department 


In 1994 the department experienced 
even greater demand for programs 
than in previous years. The 
department offered 220 programs with 
over 23,000 participants. Many of 
these new programs were in the areas 
of wellness and fitness, programs for 
teens, programs for disabled 
individuals, and programs for youth. 
The following chart gives a comparison 
of the number of programs and 
participants from 1984 to 1994. 


This has put an obvious strain on the 
staff; however, they have responded in 
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their usual manner giving 200% in 
order to meet the needs of residents. 
Due to the growing demand, new issues 
from residents the department has dealt 
with in the past year, the strain on the 
staff, the departments commitment to 
quality programs and services, we have 
set a goal for the coming year to 
evaluate all programs and services. As 
the scope of the department has 
increased it is time to more clearly 
define the functions of the department 
within the framework of the needs of 
the public and the available resources 
of the Town.

AS 
the number of 
disabled individuals 
decreased at Camp 
Arrowhead, and the 
number of disabled 
individuals in the 
Woodtrail Center 
and Camp Sunshine 
have increased, as

Woodtrail Center 
has grown too, the 
department is 


restructuring it's camp programs. The 
Department Director and Assistant 
Director have been meeting with the 
Camp Directors and the Special Needs 
Coordinator to look at options for this 
coming summer. The Parents 
Association for the Handicapped have 
also been consulted as will the parents 
of past campers in the Woodtrail and 
Sunshine Camp programs. We are 
interested in your input. 


The department has also completed the 
renovations of the beach and 
bathhouse in making this _ facility 
accessible to all. Work has also been 
competed at Pegan Cove Park and all 
but the final touches to Camp Mary 
Bunker. We continue to seek funding 
for the renovation of playgrounds, 
parks and other recreation facilities 
that have been in a deteriorating state 
for a number of years. 


The department operates only partly by 
taxes, the remaining balance comes 
from fees, donations, in-kind services 
and affiliate groups such as PATH, 
Natick Community Organic Farm 
Board, Natick Basketball Association, 
parents of preschoolers, Natick Tennis 
Association, and others. The following 
charts show a breakdown of the 
Department Income and Expenses. We 
thank those who have volunteered 
their time, given generously in 
donations and_ sponsorships, those 
roups that have worked’ on 
undraising or covered some of the 
expenses, those that given goods or 
services to the department. Without 
this assistance we could not provide the 
number, variety or quality of programs 
and services to the residents of this 
community.

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South Middlesex Opportunity Council 


The South Middlesex Opportunity 
Council has been providing services to, 
and advocating on behalf of, low- 
income Natick residents since 1966. 
Currently, SMOC_ provides the 
following services to Natick residents: 


LIHEAP, commonly known __as 
Fuel Assistance 

This federally-funded program helps 
low-income and elderly residents with 
their fuel oil bills. Last year, 256 
Natick residents received _‘ Fuel 
Assistance. 


Weatherization 

Another federally-funded program that 
helps residents reduce fuel consumption 
through the weatherization of their 
homes. Over the last five years, we 
have weatherized approximately 230 
homes. Last year, we weatherized 
approximately 27 homes. 


WIC - The Supplemental Food 
Program for Women, Infants & 
GHaGrEn 

Currently, 100 Natick residents are 
receiving WIC services. Funding for 
this program is provided by both the 
federal government and the state. 


Head Start 

This is a comprehensive early childhood 
program that helps prepare low- 
income and special needs children for 
school. Currently, 22 Natick children 
are enrolled in our Head Start program 
and our Head Start site in Natick is 
located at Memorial School. 


Elderly Nutrition Dostum 
A meal program tor elderly and frail 
residents. Congregate meals are served 
at the Natick Senior Center (25 per 
day) and 78 frail residents receive 
home delivered meals each day. 


Substance Abuse Services 
SMOC provides Natick residents who 
are suffering from the disease of 


alcohol and drug addiction with the 
following programs: 
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Detoxification - medically supervised 
24-hour detoxification program 


Outpatient Counselin 
Driver Alcohol Education Program 


Serenity House - a group home for 
women in recovery that is located on 
Cottage Street in Natick. 


During the last year, approximately 20 
Natick residents received services. 


Women's Protective Services 


We provide counseling, a hotline and a 


safe shelter for battered women. 
Approximately 141 Natick residents 
received services last year. 


Mental Health Services 

Throug Trinity Mental Health 
Services, we provide outpatient and 
community support services for 
indigent Natick residents with chronic 
and severe mental health problems and 
disabilities. _ During the last year, 
approximately 252 Natick residents 
received these services. 


Services to Homeless Individuals 
& Families 


SMOC provides a variety of services to 


homeless individuals and _ families. 
These services include a single adult 
shelter and family shelters. In addition, 
SMOC provides affordable housing for 
low-income single adults, some of 
whom were previously homeless, in a 
building located behind St. Patrick's 
Church in conjunction with the 
church. Approximately 5 families and 
11 individuals from Natick were served 
last year. 


The South Middlesex Opportunity 
Council is a private, not-for-profit 
charitable corporation that is governed 
by a Board of Directors drawn from 
the communities that the agenc 
serves. A Town of _ Natic 
representative, appointed by _ the 
Selectmen, serves on the SMOC Board. 


In addition to the Board member 
appointed by the Town of Natick, the 
Rev. Stuart Cameron, Pastor of the 
Hartford Street Presbyterian Church, 
serves on the Board as a representative 
of the Natick Clergy Association; Alice 
Dunn, a Natick resident, serves on the 
Board as a representative of the South 
Middlesex NAACP; and Ron Ordway, 
long-time and well-known Natick 
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resident, serves on the SMOC Board 
representing the Elderly Nutrition 
Policy Council.

Veterans’ Services 


The Veterans’ Services Office provides a 
"One Stop" center for veterans and 
their dependents. At the office we 
explore every avenue of resource and 
entitlement for the veteran including 
SSI and Social Security referrals. The 
office provides a local center for filing 
VA forms, applications and claims as 
well as applications for assistance under 
Chapter 115, MGL which governs the 
Department of Veterans' Services. 


Through the Veterans Administration, 
and credited to this office under the 
Federal benefit Sheet, $251,000 came 
into the Town of Natick going directly 
to veterans and their dependents in the 
form of annual payments, retroactive 
checks and burial benefits. A portion of 


these Federal Benefits provide additional 
income to some who would otherwise 
require assistance at the local level 
thereby saving local tax dollars. 


During 1994 Veterans Benefits in the 
form of both medical and financial 
assistance were provided to eligible 
Natick residents. The Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts will reimburse the 
Town 75% of the cost of these benefit 
in accordance with Chapter 115. For 
complete details, list of expenditures 
and receipts of the Department of 
Veterans' Services, I refer you to the 
report of the Town Comptroller.

Police Department 


| 9 9 4 was a very good year for 
your police department, 
a year in which many of 
our initiatives yielded positive results. 
Although the patrol force remains in 
number at its lowest level, the 
combination of dedicated, well trained, 
and energetic patrol officers and 
quality supervision has increased 
productivity to levels we have not seen 
in many years. Although some of these 
activities are sometimes not viewed as 
positive in nature (issuing citations, for 
example), personal injuries and 
criminal activity have been reduced as 
a result of the officers’ continued 
efforts. Many of the quality of life 
issues not listed in the charts below— 
graffiti, groups of youths congregating 
at certain locations, skateboarding in 
the downtown area, public drinking, 
among other things, have been affected 
by the attention given them by the 
patrol force. 


More specific details of the division 
activities will follow, but first I want to 
comment on the most significant 
federal initiative to be enacted as law 
since the Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act of 1968. 


In August, 1994, Congress passed the 
Violent Crime Control and Law 
Enforcement Act, later signed into law 
by President Clinton. The Act is 
comprehensive and I will only point out 
those portions that impact law 
enforcement and the criminal justice 
system in Massachusetts. Components 
of the Crime Bill most important to 
local law enforcement are: 


. More police officers: The bill 


includes $8.8 billion in Federal 
assistance to put 100,000 new 
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police officers on our streets. It is 
estimated that Massachusetts’ 
share of these funds will provide 
for an increase of 2,300 officers 
in our state. These funds, 
allocated on a competitive basis, 
allow for 75 percent funding of 
new police officer positions—up 
to $25,000. per officer for a 
three year period. In December, 
we submitted an application 
requesting funding for three 
additional positions. We should 
hear in February whether the 
application was approved. 


Assault Weapons ban: 
Under the bill, some 19 
semiautomatic assault weapons 
are banned. The banned 
weapons, in my opinion, have 
no justifiable sporting purpose 
and certainly have no business 
on our streets. 


New prison. construction 
and restrictions on early 
release: The bill provides 9.9 
billion for construction of state 
and federal prisons. 
Massachusetts’ share of these 
funds is estimated to be between 
$90 and $180 billion. The bill 
also includes a “three strikes, 
youw’re out” provision requiring 
mandatory life sentences for 
convicted three-time offenders, 
and  gives_ preference in 
awarding a funds to states 
with “truth in sentencing” laws 
requiring repeat violent 
offenders to serve at least 85 
percent of their sentences. 


Drug treatment: The bill 
includes $1 billion for dru 
court programs, of whic 


Massachusetts is expected to 
receive some $24 million over 
six years. In addition, the bill 
includes $3.8 million for drug 
treatment for prison inmates. 
These funds could be used to 
treat an estimated 3,500 drug- 
addicted prisoners in our state. 


. Domestic violence 
prevention: To combat 
domestic violence, 


Massachusetts is expected to 
receive some $18 million in 
grants for police, prosecutors, 
and victims’ services and $8 
million to support shelters for 
battered women. 


° Crime prevention: Under the 
“local partnership act” section 
of the bill, an estimated $41 
million in direct grants would 
go to cities and towns in 
Massachusetts to support drug 
treatment, education, and jobs 
programs. In addition, the bill 
sets up a local crime prevention 
block grant program, through 
which some $8.3 million in 
grants will be provided to 
Massachusetts’ localities for a 
range of prevention programs, 
including gang-prevention 
efforts, after school activities, 
partnerships between police and 
senior citizens groups to prevent 
crimes against the elderly, and 
other activities. 


The bill passed into law by President 
Clinton is extensive and the distribution 
of funds formulae complicated. I am 
very grateful to Congressman Ed 
Markey for providing me with the 
information for this report. 


Equipment: During 1994, we saw the 


completion of several capital 
improvement prjects. the addition of 
seven police officers, and extensive 
training conducted throughout the 
department. 


All patrol officers are now equipped 
with Smith and Wesson .40 caliber 
semi-automatic pistols. Sergeant Paul 
Thompson and Officer Paul Whelan

conducted the required training for 
transition from revolvers to the semi- 
automatics. With the completion of 
phase two of our radio replacement 
program, all officers now are issued a 
Motorola HT 1000 portable radio for 
use on duty, off duty, or while assigned 
to a private detail. Off duty or detailed 
officers with portable radios can 
monitor and scan police 
communuications for Natick and 
surrounding towns to supplement our 
on duty personnel. This has already 
paid dividends locating wanted persons 
attempting to leave the area after 
committing a crime. 


Enhanced 9-1-1 combined public 
safety dispatch: In November, 
1994, at the same time we went on line 
with the long awaited enhanced 9-1-1 
emergency number, the dispatching 
functions for the police and fire 
departments were combined and 
performed at the police department. 
The existing lice communications 
area was refurbished to accommodate 
fire communications equipment and 
another dispatcher. We now have two 
dispatchers on duty around the clock 
and cross trained to handle both police 
and fire dispatching. Police officers 
previously assigned to the dispatch desk 
are now free for patrol duty. With the 
enhanced 9-1-1 system, dispatchers 
now know immediately the origin of an 
emergency call. Traces are no longer 
necessary to verify or call back a person 
in distress. Confusion over addresses no 
longer exists. Incidents like the much 
publicized “Johnny Dunn” emergency 
where a youngster called the police to 
report his mother was unconscious, but 
did not know his address will no longer 
occur. We believe one life may have 
already been saved when the fire 
department emergency medical 
technicians were able to respond to a 
senior citizen who had dropped the 
telephone after dialing 9-1-1. With the 
caller’s address displayed on our 
receiving equipment, there was no 
delay in response to the caller’s 
emergency. 


Training: Training continues to be a 


high priority. In addition to fulfilling 
our commitment to providing 40 hours 
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in service training to all personnel, 
officers attended specialized courses in 
police facility design, rape investigation, 
crime prevention, hostage negotiation, 
fingerprinting, collection and 
preservation of evidence, financial 
exploitation of the elderly, commercial 
vehicle regulation, occupant protection 
usage and enforcement (safety belt), 
an handcuffing techniques. 
Dispatchers were trained on police and 
fire protocols and each attended a five 
day seminar on _ public _ safety 
dispatching conducted by the 
Association of Public Safet 

Communication Officials International, 
Inc. All supervisors and dispatchers 
attended two days of 9-1-1 equipment 
and call taking training. 


Also during 1994 we welcomed seven 
new patrol officers, including our first 
three full time women police officers. 
The new _ officers are: Douglas 
McDonnell, James Keohane, Elizabeth 
Blanchard, Edward Arena, Cara Marie 
Rossi, John Doherty, Ir., and Diane 
Morrill. All successfully completed a 
demanding 17 week training academy 
at the Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Training Academy. 


After more than thirty four years of 
service, Lieutenant Richard Cashman 
decided to retire in December. 
Lieutenant Cashman was the 
department’s operations officer for 
many years. As he explained his 
decision in a letter to all department 
personnel, he loved being a _ police 
officer and if he had it to do over again 
he would not have changed his decision 
34 te Sas ago to become a cop. In a 
profession often criticized for hardened 
attitudes, Lieutenant Cashman had an 
open door and was always fs to 
listen and provide counseling to those 
who needed it—and even if they didn’t 
want it. For me, Lieutenant Cashman 
was a voice of reason I counted on for 
sound advice. We wish him well—but, 
he will be missed. 


Natick: Behind the Badge: 
Produced by Lieutenant Peter Mason, 
the department’s local cable TV show 
continues to be well received by the 
community. Ten shows were produced

in 1994 dealing with topics such as 
domestic violence prevention, drug 
abuse resistance education (D.A.R.E.), 
enhanced 9-1-1, and the introduction 
of new officers to the community. The 
program was nominated for two Conti 
awards this year—one in the area of 
instruction/demonstration video. Conti 
awards are given by _ Continental 
Cablevision as a way of recognizing 
excellence in local programming. The 
Dangers of Fireworks program, 
featuring members of the State Fire 
Marshall’s Office won the Conti in the 
Instruction/Demonstration category. 
Although time consuming, we believe 
the program is a plus for the 
community. 


Records/dictation reporting: The 
level of activity in our department 
records room increased significantly, 
due in part to the addition of seven new 
officers to our patrol force. Originally 
planned as a _ part-time function, 
dictation now has become a full-time 
plus function for Ms. Veronica Bouldry, 
our transcriptionist. 


Officer of the year: Unanimously 
recommended by the department 
commendation board, Officer James 
Linton was named in May as the 1993 
Natick Police Officer of the Year. Jim 
has been assigned to the downtown 
area, working with merchants to make 
the business district a safer and more 
pleasant place to conduct their business. 
Those who know Jim have little 
difficulty in understanding why he was 
selected for this honor. Officers are 
recommended based upon _ their 
performance and exemplification of the 
qualities enumerated in the Police 
Officers’ Code of Ethics. 


During 1994, we _ received grant 
funding for future bicycle patrols and 
drunk/drugged driving 
program/patrols. I am grateful to 
Officers Bob Davis and Mark St. Hilaire 
for taking the time to write the grants 
resulting in funding for these 
important programs. 


I wish to express my appreciation to 
Captain Alan Glickman and _ the 
Auxiliary Police for continuing to 


supplement our par ol force in regular 
patrols of our school properties as well 
as assisting during emergencies, major 
events like the Boston Marathon, and 
for being there whenever needed by 
our department. These officers 
volunteer their time to maintain a safe 
environment for the residents of 
Natick. Thank you. 


I am optimistic about the future for the 
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federal assistance for programs not 

vee with conventional sources of 

unding. I am optimistic because of the 
support we enjoy from the Board of 
Selectmen, the Town Administrator’s 
office, the finance committee, and 
Town Meeting. My greatest source of 
optimism, however, 1s because of the 
quality of police personnel, sworn and 
civilian, who continue to extend 
themselves to provide exceptional 


Natick Police Department. I am 


optimistic because we look forward to enthusiasm.

Following one hundred and twenty 

ears of unbroken service, our faithful 
ee now decrepit and _ dilapidated 
Central Fire Station may finally be 
replaced. Following the purchase of 
land on East Central Street late in 
1993, an architectural firm has been 
hired to begin preliminary design for a 
municipal complex that will consist of a 
new Central Fire Station, Police Station 
and Town Hall. The shabbiness of our 
municipal facilities belie the dignity and 
professionalism of Natick, her people 
and her government. Of most 
importance, however, will be the race 
to construct a new fire station prior to 
an event that will render the present 
facility unusable. Hopefully, that event 
won’t be associated with personal 
injury or loss of life. 


The face of Natick is changing and the 
new municipal complex will provide a 
new aura to the corridor of downtown. 
Indeed the Town must change in order 
to keep pace with the times and carry 
us forward into the twenty-first 
century. An example of that change is 
the implementation of an enhanced 
ey emergency telephone 
communications system which went 
into service on November 9th of this 
past year. In an effort to enhance 
performance, provide higher levels of 
service and ensure public safety, both 
fire and police dispatch functions were 
merged into a single “Public Safety 
Dispatch Center”. Although only in 
the early stages of refinement, the 
system has already demonstrated its 
worth. Lives have been saved, large 
scale incidents have been well managed 
and our citizenry better serviced. 


My personal thanks must go to all the 
dispatchers who have worked and 
continue to work through this change. 
Through their patience and initiative 
we shall continue to build a dispatch 
system of top quality, second to none. 


Fire Prevention 


Numerous construction and renovation 
projects have kept the Fire Prevention 
Bureau moving at a brisk pace this past 


year. Stimulated by a waning of the 
recession and attracted to Natick’s 
demographics, tax rate and community 
charm, businesses and developers have 
invested heavily in Natick’s future. 
One hundred seventy stores at the new 
Natick Mall, five stores at the new 
Home Town Mall, project renovations 
at Cognex and _ Boston Scientific 
Company tell only part of the story. 


My personal thanks to Captains Robert 
Lamont and Rocco Franciose for the 
fine effort they have put forth during 
the last year, overseeing all of these 
varied projects, both commercial and 
residential.

The fire alarm system is in good repair. 
Ten new boxes were added during the 
year. Seven of these new boxes are 
“master alarm” types for commercial 
entities. All material for these systems

were provided by the owners of the 
properties. 


10,000 ft. of underground cable and 
17,000 feet. of aerial cable was 
eps, during 1994. Much of the 
cable was installed or upgraded to 
provide well monitoring service to the 
new well field at Elm Bank, service to 
the Natick Mall and provisions for the 
new 911 joint dispatch venture. 

Five traffic signals were knocked down 
this year due to vehicular accidents. In 
each case, operation was promptly 
restored. 


A new remote radio receiver was 
installed at the South Natick Fire 
Station to improve fire emergency radio 
reception. All radio controls have been 
relocated to the joint dispatch center at 
the Police Station. 


Goals 


There can only be one goal of this 
Department for 1995. Final design 
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and construction of a new Central Fire 
Station must begin as soon as possible! 


The current facility continues to 
crumble around the firefighters, 
constitutes a health and safety menace 
to those who work in it and 
compromises the morale of the 
firefighters and blights the image of a 
good, solid fire department. 


It seems inevitable that a decision to 
either close the present facility or invest 
a serious sum of money to address the 
most chronic problems, will have to be 
made soon. 


Situations such as asbestos 
contamination, violations of life-safety 
codes, poor air quality from diesel 
exhaust and the lack of adequate head 
clearance at the apparatus bay doors, 
cannot continue to be ignored.

Animal Control 


The Animal Control Department for 
the Town of Natick was designated to 
enforce the leash law, to pick up 
unrestrained dogs and enforce licensing 
of dogs in the Town of Natick. In 
addition, the department provides 
assistance in numerous other matters 
involving both wild and domesticated 
animals. 

The reality for the concern over the 
state wide increase in the incidence of 
rabies was documented as Natick 
confirmed two rabid raccoons. Also 
this department recorded a substantial 
increase in both the number of 
reported suspected rabid animals, and 
the number of actual cases which was 
validated by the Commonwealth. With 
the wild — raccoon population 
documented, the related activities of the 
Animal Control Officer has increased 
dramatically in order to cope with the 
epidemic.

In addition to our routine activities 
during 1994, DPW personnel designed 
and constructed a state -of-the-art 
sound and visual barrier along the rear 
prpey line of the DPW facility. Using 

nds appropriated by Town Meeting, 
the Department purchased materials, 
fabricated wall panels, built a retaining 
wall and earthen berm and installed 
the wall panels on top of the berm to 
create a 300 foot long wall to restore 
privacy and quiet to our residential 
neighbors. By doing all of the work 
“in-house”, the Department was able 
to reduce the ,estimated cost by nearly 
one-half, thus saving the Town 
substantial funds. 


The following is a breakdown by DPW 
Division of activities during the past 
year: 


Engineering 
One of the important roles of this 
Division is to provide engineering 
support to the other DPW divisions and 
Town departments. During the year, 
the engineers provided support for the 
Town’s very successful Residential 
Underground Storage Tank (RUST) 
removal program. They also reviewed 
plans for the first phase of the 
Framingham relief sewer rehabilitation 
roject as well as the proposed sewer 
orce main for the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority. The engineers also 
worked closely with the architects for 
the Morse Institute Library in order to 
coordinate utility connections for the 
new Library. 


The engineers also reviewed subdivision 
plans for the developments known as 
Sanctuary, Farwell Heights, Stonybrook 
Terrace, and Pheasant Hollow. They 
also prepared plans and specifications 
for the Town’s new salt shed and fuel 
depot, both of which were under 
construction by year’s end. Parking 
spaces for police personnel were laid out 
at the rear of the post office. They also 
designed and laid out a new parking 
area at the high school for seniors. 
Division personnel also prepared plans 
and specifications for new concrete 
sidewalks at the beach to facilitate 
handicapped access. 


Administrative activities during the 
year included the issuing of 95 street 
opening permits, 138 water and 151 
sewer availability forms and updating 
all of the Assessors’ maps and street 
directory. 


Equipment Maintenance 


This Division maintains approximately 
150 Town-owned registered vehicles, 
including all the police cruisers, fire 
trucks, ambulance, neighborhood buses 
and vehicles assigned to Town Hall as 
well as all of the DPW equipment. This 
Division also maintains various pieces 
of equipment such as pumps, lawn 
mowers, compressors, generators, chain 
saws and line painting equipment . A 
special project this year was the 
refurbishment of H-53, one of our 
sanders. This truck had a stainless steel 
sander body permanently attached to a 
chassis that was rusted and rotted out. 
Although the sander body was in very 
good condition, the chassis and engine 
were not. We were able to purchase a 
surplus truck from the U.S. Navy and 
transfer the sander body to the “new” 
truck chassis at minimal expense. All of 
this work was performed “in-house” by 
the mechanics and resulted in an 
estimated savings of $50,000. 


Highway 
The Highway Division is responsible for 
street maintenance, drainage 
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improvements, operation of the gravel 
pit, street sweeping and line painting, 
signs, and snow plowing. During the 
early pee of the year , it seemed as 
though the snow would never stop 
falling. By Springtime, the area has 
received over 100 inches of snow. With 
support from the other DPW divisions, 
the men of the highway division kept 
all of the town’s 155 miles of roads safe 
and passable, working around the clock 
in shifts for days at a time. They 
managed to clear sidewalks and open 
up school parking lots storm after 
storm, thus minimizing the need for 
closing schools. Although road salt was 
in short supply throughout the winter, 
we were fortunate to have an 
abundant supply of sand thanks to the 
fact the town owns and operates its 
own gravel pit . 


Once Spring arrived, we were able to 
turn our. attention to other 
responsibilities. All streets were swept 
clean of winter sand. Centerlines were 
painted on 35 miles of streets and all 
crosswalks and municipal parking lots 
were painted. During the year, three 
miles of streets were resurfaced, 
including South Main Street, Speen 
Street, Harding Road, Pleasant Street, 
Dover Road, Kendall Lane and Stillman 
Street. In conjunction with the paving 
of Kendall, Speen and South Main, new 
sidewalks were constructed. 


During 1994, we instituted a new 
crack sealing program on five and one- 
half miles af roads. This procedure 
prevents water from working its way 
through cracks in the pavement into 
the subbase where it can weaken the 
road foundation. Constant freezing and 
thawing of this trapped water creates 
potholes and shortens the life of the 
road. During the year, concrete 
sidewalks in the downtown area were 
repaired and sixteen new wheel-chair 
ramps were constructed. 


A drainage problem caused by the 
Lane’s End development at the Natick- 
Sherborn town line was corrected by 
the installation of a fifteen-inch culvert 
under Speen Street. 
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At the gravel pit, we produced 7,100 
cubic yards of sand, 1350 cubic yards 
of peastone and 1400 cubic yards of 
crusher-run gravel. In addition, 1400 
cubic yards of asphalt and concrete 
were ground-up and recycled. These 
materials are used for a number of 
activities throughout the ear 
including winter sanding, chip sealing, 
and__ backfilling of construction 
trenches. We estimate that by having 
this facility, the town saved over 
$100,000. 


Water 


During 1994, we pumped a total of 
1.39 billion gallons of water. One mile 
of new water mains were added to the 
system by private development. 
Division personnel completed the 
installation of 7000 feet of 16”, 20” 
and 24” water mains in conjunction 
with the new Elm Bank wells. As 
reported previously, installing this 
major water supply line with DPW 
employees saved the town “hundreds of 
thousands” of dollars. Routine activities 
during the year included the repair of 
60 water main leaks, replacement of 
20 fire hydrants, the relay of 250 
residential water services, replacement 
of 800 obsolete water meters and the 
inspection of 170 backflow prevention 
devices. 


In anticipation of the planned 
reconstruction of Pond Street in 1995, 
water division personnel replaced all 
water services in Pond Street that were 
older than twenty years. 


Sewer 


During 1994, approximately one mile 
of new sewer mains was installed by 
private developers. Sewer lift stations at 
Justin Road and East Central Street 
were completely rehabilitated and an 
obsolete station on Eliot Hill Road was 
eliminated. This division now has 
thirty two sewer stations that must be 
checked at least once per day, every day 
of the week. Also during 1994, division 
personnel re-laid 125 sewer services 
repaired 200 sewer blockages an 

conducted an extensive preventative 
maintenance program for the sewer 
pump stations. By the end of the year, 


bids for completely rehabilitating two 
stations in 1995 were advertised. 


Sanitation and Recycling Center 


1994 was an exciting and _ successful 
year for the Sanitation division. A very 
dedicated TQM (Total Quality 
Management) team _ developed a 
peorganuzation plan and new policies 
for the division. These changes included 
a switch to a five days per week 
collection schedule coupled with a 
change in the routes. Curbside 
collection of leaves and brush was 
reduced to eight weeks per year. 
However, to accommodate residents, 
the recycling center continues to 
accept leaves and brush throughout the 
year. Despite the cutback in curbside 
collection of yard wastes, we still 
picked-up at curbside over 1500 tons 
during the year. A curbside recycling 
program was initiated in April and has 
proven very popular. Over two 
thousand tons of recycled materials 
were collected and brought to the 
recycling facility in Charlestown. 


Residents and businesses continue to use 
the recycling center and during the 
year brought in 130 tons of 
recyclables. Additionally, we collected 
3,630 gallons of used motor oil which 
also gets recycled. The first phase of the 
landfill capping process began. 


To encourage and assist residents with 
backyard composting, the Town 
received a state grant to sell composting 
bins at reduced cost. During 1994, 
over 250 of these bins were sold to 
residents. 
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For the year, 9,205 tons of trash were 
collected and transported to the 
incinerator in Millbury. 


Land Facilities and Natural 
Resources/Building Maintenance 


This division is responsible for the 
maintenance of school grounds, parks, 
athletic fields, two historic cemeteries, 
public shade trees and_ various 
municipal buildings including the 
Department of Public Works complex, 
Lincoln Center (Court House and Senior 
Center) and the Cole Recreation Center. 
During the year, personnel from this 
division completed the final phases of 
the renovations to Lilja and Murphy 
field renovations. Additionally, ey 
installed new playground equipment at 
Johnson School, completed the 
renovations to the visitor’s bleachers 
and press box at the football field, 
installed an irrigation system at the 
varsity baseball field, and completed 
repairs at Memorial, Lilja and High 
School courts. 


Building renovation work included 
major repairs to the Lincoln Center 
chimney and installation of a safety 
pad at the Cole Center gymnasium. 
Fifteen soccer fields, baseball diamonds 
and football fields were reseeded and 
renovated. As in past years, a number 
of volunteer groups helped with these 
projects including the Johnson School 
Playground Committee, the Natick 
Garden Club and various contractors 
and youth sports organizations.

Recycling Study and Advisory Committee 


1994 was a very exciting year for 
recycling in Natick, with many new 
programs for residents. These 
programs helped cut down the waste 
stream and saved money for the town. 
The major program for 1994 was 
curbside pick-up, which began in April, 
1994 under the management of 
George Russell, of the DPW, and BFI, 


the recycling vendor. The program has 
been very successful. 


The total tonnage recycled from April 
to December was 2,102 tons. This does 
not include the 1,500 tons of 
yardwaste that was recycled at the 
Recycling Center compost area. At $75 
a ton for tipping fees at the Millbury 
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incinerator, the recycled 2,102 tons 
saved the town $157,650. 


The items collected at curbside began 
with cardboard, paper, tin, aluminum, 
glass, and class 1 and 2 plastics. In 
October, recycling of waxed milk and 
Juice containers, including juice boxes, 
was added. The committee prepared 
press releases to announce the new 
recyclable items. The juice and milk 
containers ‘are being recycled in the 
elementary schools and there are plans 
to expand the Spat to the high 
school and middle schools. 


In coordination with BFI, several 
education letters and the updated 
Natick Greenpages were produced by 
the Recycling Committee to help make 
a smooth transition to curbside 
recycling. Several of the mailings were 
part of a state grant for introducing 
residents to the new program. These 
mailings included the calendar and 
brochure, designed by the committee in 
conjunction with the state Department 
of Environmental Protection, and 
mailed to residents a week prior to the 
start of the curbside service. The Natick 
Greenpages has been used by other 
towns as an excellent example of a 
convenient recycling handbook. 


Education programs were held in the 
elementary schools with Mobius, a BFI 
recycling character, and members of 
the recycling committee. Another 
education event was a segment on 
Natick Cable Television. These 
education efforts have paid off. BFI is 
very satisfied with the quality of the 
items placed in the recycle bins. We 
continue to work with BFI to improve 
service. 


One problem faced by BFI was large 
cardboard boxes were not being broken 
down small enough to fit in the recycle 
truck containers. To address this issue, 
the committee sent a postcard mailing 
to residents on proper preparation of 
cardboard for pick-up. 


Fire retardant recycling bins for paper 
have been placed in all the schools for 
classroom use. The Students for Planet 
Earth have been active in setting up a 
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paper recycling program in the high 
school. The ahidente also had a fair St 
the Natick Common for Earth Day and 
the recycling committee had a booth 
there with information on Natick 
recycling and the residential compost 
bin program. 


This year, with help from a state grant, 
we had a residenhal compost bin 
program. We sold 226 bins. There 
were two Compost Bin Days, one in 
July and another in September with 
demonstrations and information 
available on home composting, as well 
as bins for sale. Two styles of Pi were 
offered as part of this program. The 
compost bin program will continue 
next year. We hope to reduce the 
amount of yardwaste picked up at 
curbside since this service was only 
offered 8 times this year. 


We also had a button battery recycling 
program start this year and have a 
number of stores displaying specially 
marked boxes for depositing button 
batteries. | These batteries are then 
picked up by the DPW, taken to the 
Millbury Incinerator, and then 
transported to a reclamation facility. 


We are currently working with Natick 
Town Offices to increase the use of 
recycled paper products. 


There are several items, not collected by 
curbside pick-up, that are recycled at 
the Recycling Center. This includes 
3,630 gallons of used oil collected at 
the oil tank at the sctlea Center. 
The oil recycling program has been 
highly successful and has given 
residents a convenient and safe means 
of getting rid of used oil. 


Additional items recycled only at the 
Recycling Center are car and household 
batteries. Scrap metal and household 
appliances are also collected at the 
center. Many town residents drop off 
yard waste for composting, and, the 
Salvation Army collection containers 
are also in full use. 


The Recycling Center is a major part of 
the town recycling effort. Not only are 
these extra items collected there, but 


many town residents, who do not get 
town pickup service, use the center as 
their only recycling option. We hope to 
expand the services included at the 
Recycling Center. Grant applications 
are being filed for programs such as a 
used paint collection shed. 


Plans for next year include programs to 
increase business. recycling, more 
education programs in the schools, 
continuing updates on recycling in 
Natick through press releases and 
letters, improving the appearance of 
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the Recycling Center, and adding new 
items to be recycled. We will work with 
Town offices to increase the use the 
recycled paper products. We would like 
to stress the importance of maintaining 
the Recycling Center as a necessary part 
of the recycling efforts in Natick.

In the calendar year 1994, the Natick 
School Committee addressed a number 
of matters. What it achieved is the 
product of untold hours of meetings, 
considered deliberation and effective 
decision making. The availability of 
increased funding for implementing 
Phase I of the elementary rebuilding 
program added a new air of 
excitement, involvement, and 
anticipation. 


Listed below are actions which the 
School Committee took to strengthen 
the educational opportunities for the 
3700 children who were enrolled 
during this period. These examples 
clearly define the breadth of the School 
Committee's responsibility. The 
Committee: 


1. continued to provide support for 
the efforts of the Natick Education 
Foundation; 


2. increased its financial support for 
the Cultural Arts Committee; 


3. volunteered time to participate in 
the Metrowest Leadership Program; 


4. provided participation in and 
support for the Suburban Coalition; 


5. continued to support the full day 
kindergarten program y 
establishing a schedule for 
implementing the program across 
the system; 


6. established a_ staff development 
consultant's position and supported 
this activity with increased funding 
in the FY 95 budget; 


7. provided additional funds _ to 
support the library media services 
and other technology initiatives; 


8. extended the contract with Republic 
Management, the food _ service 
management firm; 


9. extended the contract with Natick 
Extended Day; 


10.successfully re negotiated seven 
labor contracts; 


11.reviewed and approved all School 
Council proposals; provided training 
for these councils; provided basic 
funds for each council's use; 


12.established a task force to address 
elementary school building needs; 
saw the first step of this process 
come into being - the Brown School 
project; 


13. worked with the Town 
Administrator and Town Meeting to 
win approval for funds to move on 
the Brown project and to hire an 
architect to begin the design of the 
Lilja School project; 


14.recognized the collective efforts of 
several score of teachers with over 
thirty years of continuous service; 


15.began the implementation of the 

reform legislation; held hearings on 

erformance standards; held a 
earing on time and learning; 


16.established study committees to 
review the math and = science 
frameworks; 


17.infused new life into the secondary 
instrumental program; 


18.purchased a state of the art 
anguage lab for Natick High 
School. 


To accomplish these goals and others 
required that the School Committee 
work closely with staff, parents and 
community representatives. The School 
Committee thanks all who gave of their 
time and talents for the good of the 
children of the town. It is of singular 
importance to note how many of our 
teachers continue to receive recognition 


from the Natick Education Foundation, 
the Jiffy-Lube Corporation, the 
Education Collaborative and various 
professional organizations. The School 
Committee realizes that receipt of these 
honors as well as other forms of staff 
recognition enhance the reputation of 
the Natick Public Schools. The School 
Committee appreciates the efforts of 
ee staff members and congratulates 
them. 


Continuing to implement the reform 
legislation, instituting the next round 
of collective bargaining with the several 
labor unions, overseeing the 
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construction of a new Brown School, 
implementing the new curriculum 
frameworks are a few of the challenge 
facing the Committee in 1995. With 
the help of staff, parents, community 
and town agencies, the Committee 
looks forward to addressing these issues.

Keefe Technical School 


On May 4, 1994, President Clinton 
signed into law the School-to-Work 
Opportunities Act to encourage states 
to build systems of school-to-work 
transition. The Act represents a major 
investment by both Briete UL ts 
Department of Education and the USS. 
Department of Labor to generate 
support for systemic reform of the 
nation's educational system and our 
approach to career preparation for 
youth. The Act will provide a national 
framework with which states are given 
significant freedom to esign 
partnerships and programs to meet the 
objectives of the legislation. 


The Act strongly pagoureges paid work 
experience by high school students. In 
Massachusetts, the cooperative 
education model utilized by most 
vocational schools already fulfills the 
intent of the new legislation. At Keefe 
Tech students may spend their entire 
senior year alternating school and 
work experience and spend half of their 
time in paid employment directly 
related to their vocational majors. The 


Co-op experience frequently results in 
full time ike taal and contributes 
to Keefe's high placement rate. This past 
June nearly 95% of the Class of 1994 
were employed or enrolled in college by 
the date of graduation. 


Our network of Program Advisory 
Committees also contributes to our 
placement success while ensuring that 
our curriculum, teaching methods and 
equipment remain current and 
relevant. Nearly 150 representatives of 
business and industry serve on these 
committees and we greatly appreciate 
the time and effort SanteDUted to the 
school. This past year, Mr. Walter 
Zuschlag, Field Technical Specialist for 
Toyota Motor Distributors, was 
honored by the State Council on 
Vocational Education for his work in 
support of our __ post-secondary 
automotive program. 


Industry accreditation of our programs 
is also of great importance to Keefe 
Tech. During this past year, the 


school's Automotive — Program 
underwent rigorous evaluation by the 
National Automotive — Technicians 


Education Foundation (NATEF). The 
program has received certification 
("Master" status) by NATEF in all areas 
and gives added assurance that our 
graduates will be employable. 


In June, Keefe Tech's Graphic Arts 
Program became the first in a 
Massachusetts school to be accredited 
by the Printing Industries of America. 
This also involved an_ independent 
review of our program by industry 
representatives similar to the NATEF 
process. The printing accreditation 
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received included introduction to 
Printing, Offset Press, Electronic 
Imaging and Plate Making. Both the 
automotive and the graphic arts 
accreditation processes will be repeated 
every five years to insure the school 
keeps up with changing technology. 


In addition to our attention to national 
developments, the school has been 
actively striving to meet the objectives 
of the State's new Education Reform 
Law. A School Council is in place and 
functioning effectively and we have 
met all requirements relative to 
professional development, 
recertification, student discipline and 
time and learning. 


As members of the Metrowest Tech Prep 
Consortium, we have _ developed 
agreements with many institutions of 
higher learning to _ provide post- 
secondary experiences for our students 
that frequently result in credit for their 
high school experiences. Nearly 40% of 
the Class of 1994 chose to continue 
their education at the college level, with 
many using their vocational skills to 
provide financial support. 


While the State's Reform Law has 
placed demands on all schools, it has 
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provided little additional financial 
support for Keefe Tech. We continue to 
appreciate the support of our member 
communities while you are trying to 
address your other pressing needs. We 
are anys to the State Legislature to 
restore full funding of regional school 
transportation to offset some of our 
local costs borne by our member 
communities. 


Our Continuing Education Program 
continues to serve nearly 2,000 
students per semester during weekday 
evenings and Saturdays. Courses range 
from specific occupational skill training 
to recreation and relaxation activities. 
Non-school use of our facilities is also 
extensive, with events taking place 
nearly every weekend. 


The current enrollment for Natick is 90 
students. Your representatives to the 
Keefe School Committee are Mr. 
Edward Weagle and Dr. Stephen Kane. 
We continue to enjoy an_ excellent 
working relationship with the Natick 
Public Schools and are working 
cooperatively to provide the best 
opportunities for youth and adults in 
the South Middlesex District. 


Community Development 


1994 saw the amalgamation of the 
Building Department, Planning Board 
and Zoning Board of Appeals into one 
unit, the Community Development 
Department. To create the merger, the 
Building Department moved its 
operation into the area occupied by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and the 
Planning Board. It was a traumatic 
event especially in view of the huge 
work-load created by the expansion 
and rebuilding of Natick Mall, 
subdivision construction and _ special 
permit eg, Piss which had to be 
addressed. Through the cooperation 
and positive attitude of all the staff and 
the Boards, the move has _ been 
successful to a degree which had not 
been anticipated. 
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Community Development Staff Iss Certificates of 
Occupancy for Natick Mall Tenants 


Undoubtedly the most satisfactory 
event of the year for this new 
department was __ the on-time 
completion and opening of the new 


Natick Mall. This marked the successful 
conclusion of the project which had 
been proposed as long ago as 1986 by a 
different owner.

The total money deposited from this 
department for the year 1994 
amounted to $515,388.69. 


Residential: All the lots in Phase I of 
Algonquin Hill ( Hunnewell Woods) 
have been completed, and 
Hanna/Goodman is 98% _ occupied. 
Pheasant Hollow Estates, with 34 lots, is 
75% sold. The Hamlet Subdivision is 
85% complete. Course Brook Lane, 
with 4 lots, is 50% complete, Whitridge 
Road with 17 lots, 80%.; Cordial Way 
with 7 lots, 95%;. Jennifer Circle with 4 
lots, 75 %; Redmen Drive with 20 lots, 
80% and Frost Street, with 5 new lots, 
is 80% complete. Donovan Lane 
subdivision is underway. Other 
developments completed this year are: 
Valley View, Apbor Circle, Wolfe 
Terrace, and Stillwater Estates. 


Renovations to 17 West Central Street 
were undertaken to house the Morse 
Institute Library while the new 
addition is being built at the library's 
permanent location at 14 East Central 
Street. 


The Brandon School project is 
progressing, with one house finished. 
The other two houses are 70% 
complete, and the addition to the school 
is 50% complete. 
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The Dolphin Restaurant was opened in 
the spring and occupies the first floor. 
The second floor and basement are 
being renovated to increase capacity. 


The Natick Golf Learning Center is in 
the process of restoring the 
landscaping, the clubhouse and the 
restaurant at Fairway Estates. 


Other locations where renovations 
have been completed include: Vinny 
Testa's Restaurant, Cloverleaf Mall, and 
Cognex at the Natick Executive Park. 


Home Quarters building permits have 
been issued. The foundation has been 
completed and the holding tank, of 
approximately one million gallons, has 
been installed. 


Perhaps one of the more attractive new 
buildings in town is the Home Town 
Center, which was opened late this 
year. 


Without a doubt the biggest project this 
year was the new Natick Mall, 
including the three parking garages, 
Lord & Taylor, the new Jordan Marsh 
and extensive renovations to Filene's. 
This mammoth project is complete aside 
from minor punch list items that need 
to be addressed and/or corrected. The 
Department would like to thank all 
town employees for the tremendous 
amount of time and work put into this 
project, and also special thanks going to 
Mary Taintor of Homart for being 
such a great help to the Building 
Department. 


The Building Department consists of 
the following personnel: Frederick L.

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Planning Board 

The Planning Board had 38 meetings 
this year, 24 being regular meetings at 
Town Hall and 14 being Site Visitations. 
All of these were posted regular 
meetings. 


A number of subdivisions were either 
approved upon the filing of a 
satisfactory Definitive Subdivision Plan, 
or are still ongoing. The Board 
approved pins for Stoneybrook Estates 
on Farwell Street, for Whitney Circle on 
Rathbun Road and for Palmer Estates 
on Glen Street. Still ongoing are the 
hearings for Sanctuary, a proposed 54 
lot subdivision on Cottage Street 
covering over 100 acres of land, 
including 30+ acres of wetlands. 
Many issues are still under evaluations, 
including awaiting the results of a 
hearing before the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) which 
will provide guidance to enable the 
Board to determine the proper 
requirements for the boulevard 
entrance off of Cottage Street, the 
emergency access road, the location of 
roadways, homes and final street 
arrangement. 


Another — subdivision — still under 
consideration is Farwell Heights on 
Farwell Street. EU Sier 1So5 Aces Let 
subdivision which presents a number of 
issues, primarily related to drainage 
and the presence of large amounts of 
ledge. A previous proposal on this site 
for only two homes was withdrawn. 


Activity along Route 9, and especially in 
the Golden Triangle Area was very 
intense during the year. Special Permits 
(for both Site Plan approval and under 
the Aquifer Protection District, where 
appropriate) were granted for a 
number of developments. The Home 
Depot retail warehouse development on 
land along Speen Street near Route 30 
was particularly important. It proposes 
to replace six developments and will 
create a significant increase on the 
traffic flowing through the Speen 
Street/Route 30 intersection. The 
developer has appealed the conditions 
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imposed by the Board as part of its 
approval. Another suit was brought by 
business owners in Framingham just 
west of this intersection in connection 
with this approval. 


The Board also approved the Land 
Rover auto dealership conversion of the 
former retail use of a carpet store, pool 
supply and outdoor deck furniture 
store on Route 9 near Park Avenue. In 
addition the parking lot on the south 
side of Flutie Pass was approved for the 
14 theater General Cinema 
development in Framingham. 


We have approved a = series of 
modifications to the prior Special 
Permits issued by the Board for the 
reconstructed Natick Mall. Many of 
these related to signage, and included 
the attractive facade for the Jordan 
Marsh Store. 


Of special interest was the approval of 
Whitney Place, an assisted living center 
at Natick Executive Park, behind the 
present Fairway Bowling Center, which 
was part of the property formerly 
proposed for a Costco retail warehouse. 


Phase I of the Westpark Development 
which sited an HQ warehouse store on 
the property formerly used as the 
Monticello Restaurant and Club, was 
eeRry ee and Phase II is presently 
before this Board. Phase II proposes a 
number of retail buildings mostly in 
Framingham, but one of _ those 
buildings is partly in Natick. The Board 
is working very closely with the 
Framingham cae Board in order 
to coordinate approvals. 


Although the number of meetings was 
less than the amount held in 1993, the 
number of hours spent by the members 
on Planning Board matters increased.

Metropolitan Area Planning Council 


The Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC) has worked to increase 
its legislative capacity in 1994, and this 
effort has resulted in substantial 
revenue to cities and towns. for 
example, the Council lobbied for the 
Capital Outlay Bill, signed into law in 
August, which included $300 million in 
Chapter 90 funding to cities and towns 
for road and bridge repairs. The 
Capital Outlay Bill also included 
language which allotted $10 million 
toward a state-funded revolving loan 
to homeowners for Title 5 repairs. 
MAPC was instrumental in creating 
this concept, and is currently working 
with the Department of Environmental 


Protection to formulate a mechanism 
to effectively allocate these funds. The 
Council was instrumental in organizing 
over thirty  transportation-oriented 
groups to lobby for the passase of the 
Transportation Bond Bill, which will 
allot $4.6 billion in bonds over two 
years for road, bridge, mass transit, and 
other transportation-related projects. 
The Council has also worked toward 
the passage of the Open Space Bond 
Bill, the River Protection Bill, and other 
critical initiatives. 

MAPC is coordinating with the US. 


Department of Energy, the US. 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
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Federal Highway Administration, 
various state agencies and local utilities 
to introduce the use of electric and 
natural gas vehicles to municipal fleets 
and to promote the development of the 
required infrastructure to support these 
vehicles. MAPC is pleased to be working 
with your community and your local 
electric and natural gas utilities on this 
vital project and look forward to 
assisting you in receiving alternative 
fuel vehicles and support infrastructure 
in the coming years. 


Downtown Natick was designated a 
Concentrated Development Center at 
the February 1994 MAPC Council 
Meeting. CDC designation represents a 
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commitment on the part of the 
community to channel future growth 
into the CDC and for MAPC to grant 
the community priority status in the 
TIP. 


MAPC staff assisted communities with 
the programming of transportation 
projects into the Transportation 
Improvement Program. Project 
solicitation requests, TIP updates, and 
project status reports were provided to 
the community on a regular basis.

Selectmen John Moran and Planning 
Board member Milton Gilbert represent 
Natick on the MetroWest Growth 
Management Committee, an advisory 
coalition of the communities of 
Ashland, Framingham, Marlborough, 
Natick, Southborough, Sudbury, 
Wayland, Wellesley and Weston, and 
the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council. The Committee was supported 
in fiscal year 1994 with $49,925 in 
contributions from all nine 
communities, plus office space and 
related services from Natick, and in- 
kind services from MAPC. 


C. Eldridge Morgan served on the 
MetroWest Open Space Task Force, 
which received $3,000 from the 
Department of Environmental 
Management to develop a geographic 
information system map of all existing 
MetroWest open space _ including 
easements, trusts, protected farmlands 
and public lands - a first-for-the- 
region planning tool. A $2,850 grant 
has been awarded for reproduction and 
distribution to all town boards and 
community development offices in 
fiscal year 1995. 


Karl Schlemmer, Howard Wolk and the 
MetroWest Bicycle/Pedestrian Paths 
Committee developed a regional bicycle 
commuting map that is prioritized to 
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receive $10,000 in new federal funds 
authorized in the Intermodal Surface 
Transportation Efficiency Act. This 
funding will enable the Committee to 
mass produce the map for distribution 
to the MetroWest public at large. 


Continuing its transportation efforts, 
the Committee worked closely with 
MAPC, coordinating efforts with the 
Transportation Improvement Program, 
and alerting communities to 
MetroWest transportation projects in 
categories that could be jeopardized by 
Central Artery funding. | Members 
received bi-monthly reports from CTPS 
on the progress of the Regional 
Transportation Plan, which helped 
communities to understand the 
relationships between the Regional 
Transportation Plan, the 
Transportation Improvement Program, 
and funding. 


The Committee reviewed and 
commented to MEPA on 19 regionally 
important development __ projects 
including Whitney Place, Natick, an 
General Cinema, Framingham. Joint 
review by Natick and Framingham 
Planning Boards of Route 9 projects 
between the Southborough and 
Wellesley borders continued according 
to the Committee's Golden Triangle 
zoning regulations, adopted in 1993. 


The Committee also reviewed Title 5 
revisions and stressed the need for 
sound, planned community responses 
versus separate individual actions. The 
Committee informed communities of 
public information meetings and 
alternatives to municipal sewer systems 
and conventional septic tanks. The 
Committee carefully studied MWRA 
water supply issues, specifically, 
interrelate proposed  Metrowest 
Pieces for capital improvements 
including the MetroWest Tunnel. The 
MetroWest Water Resources 
Committee and its chairman, George 
Wallace, assisted with several Regional 
Impact Reviews. 


The Committee commented in writing 
on "Accessing the Future", the State 
Transportation Plan. The Committee 
wrote to Commissioner Bedingfield in 
support of Southborough's request to 
lower the Route 9 speed limit in that 
community and to Homart 
Development in support of retaining 
Logan Express services at Shopper's

World. Representatives from all 
MetroWest communities signed a letter 
urging passage of the remainder of the 
Transportation Bond Bill. 


The Committee learned about plans for 
economic growth in MetroWest from 
Michael Hogan, Executive Director, 
EOECA. Representative Barbara Gray 
and former EOTC Assistant Secretary, 
Buz Constable, presented "The Growing 
Smart Bill". MetroWest Legislators met 
with the Committee to discuss 
transportation, land use planning, and 
local government and environmental 
issues, and members promoted causes 
important to their individual 
communities and the region. 


MetroWest Growth Management 
Committee provides local focus for 
rezional anning and __ increases 
Natick's ability to participate in decision 
making.

Morse Institute Library 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES' REPORT 


Culminating years of planning, 
the Morse Institute Library 
opened in November at its 
temporary site at 17 West 
Central Street: its home for the 
next two years while 
construction continues at 14 
East Central Street. 


Fall Town Meeting 1993 had provided 
funding for finalization of designs and 
completion of construction plans. With 
these drawings in hand, the Trustees 
then worked closely with Natick town 
officials to plan needed funding. In 
June of 1994, Town Meeting 
authorized a bond issue to include $8 
million for library construction. In 


September, the general 
construction contract was 
awarded to J.T. Callahan & Co. 
of Randolph, Massachusetts. In 
November, work began on the 
120 year old library site. 


The cover photograph of this 
Town Annual Report shows the 
architect's model of the historic 1873 
central buildin with the 
complementary addition on two sides. 
When completed, the exterior and 
front open space will welcome patrons 
and residents into the Library as a focal 
point of downtown Natick. 


Designed by the Boston firm of 
Anthony Tappé & Associates, the new 
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building highlights accessibility and 
security, children's services, easy-to- 
locate reference and popular materials, 
staff and building efficiency, meeting 
and quiet study areas, and expanded 
space for library materials. The interior 
of the facility more than doubles usable 
area to 48,000 square feet with 
pigiasien for 250,000 volumes of 
ibrary materials. 


The Friends of the Morse Institute 
Library have continued to sponsor book 
sales and events. Their gifts provide 
museum passes, one of the most 
popular family items. In addition, the 
quarterly newsletter Off The Shelf 
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delivers information on upcoming 
events. 


In this unusual year of disruption of 
normal operations, the Trustees 
especially express their appreciation to 
the Staff of the Morse Institute. 
Patrons are particularly encouraged to 
visit the Library at 17 West Central 
Street, where the Staff continues to 
provide full regular library services to 
the residents of Natick.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


There were many changes in 
1994 at the Morse Institute 
including the appointment of a 
new library’ director, the 
beginning of a major building 
project, and the move into temporary 
quarters for the 2 years projected for 
completion of the library renovations 
and addition. 


During the winter and spring of 1994, 
the Board of Library Trustees and 
library staff worked closely with the 
architectural firm of Anthony Tappé 
and Associates of Boston to complete 
the design plans for the renovations 
and addition to the Morse Institute. 
The major objectives of the plan were to 
preserve the original 1873 building, 
and to construct a new Addition that 
would complement the original 
architecture as well as meet the needs 
of the Natick community for the next 
quarter of a century. e project was 
overwhelmingly approved at _ the 
Annual Spring Town Meeting. 


Completion of the architectural plans 
and securing the approval for 
construction marked the successful 
conclusion of a 10 pee effort. The key 
elements of the building project include: 


-providing handicapped access 

-relieving overcrowded book stacks 
-making book stacks accessible 
-improve efficiency of library operations 
-Improving energy efficiency 
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-planning for information technology 
-correcting building deficiencies 


The general construction contract 
was awarded to the firm of J. T. 
Callahan and Sons of Randolph, MA. 


In late October, the Library closed 
briefly to the public while volunteers 
and staff packed and moved the Library 
to its temporary facility at 17 West 
Central Street. In preparation for the 
move, the staff worked for over 6 
months to organize the relocation of 
the 121-year-old library while the 
original building at 14 East Central 
Street is under construction. Working 
from 8:00 am to 8:00 pm between 
October 19 and November 6, the 
library staff examined over 122,000 
items to determine whether they should 
be moved or go into storage. Hundreds 
of boxes of periodicals, local history and 
genealogical materials, books and non- 
pa materials, files and supplies, were 
oxed by library staff. During the 
period the Library was closed, the 
Bookmobile was stationed downtown 
six days a week for book circulation 
and to provide information about the 
Library's move. 


With support from the _ Trustees 
volunteers, Friends of the Library and 
other Town Departments, the Library 
successfully reopened to the public on 
Monday, November 7. The first day 


that the Library re-opened over 1,300 
items were borrowed by library 
patrons. While space at the new 
temporary facility is limited, the staff is 
able to offer full reference and 
circulation services. The story hours 
and storytelling programs for which 
the Library is celebrated will also 
continue. 


Statistics show that use of the Morse 
Institute as well as participation in 
library Beene continue to grow. 
Over 600,400 transactions were 
logged by library staff on _ the 
Minuteman Library Network during 
FY94. Circulation of materials 
increased to 288,205, a 5.9% jump 
over FY93. Active participation in the 
Minuteman Library Network, a 
consortium of 28 public and college 
libraries, provides borrowers’ with 
access to over 3.3 million items. 4,335 
items were borrowed from _ other 
libraries for use by Natick patrons, 
while the library staff processed 3,134 
requests for materials that were 
borrowed by other libraries. Total 
registration of Natick residents is 
19,549. 


The Reference Room at our temporary 
quarters offers a compact area for local 
history research as well as computer 
software products that contain 
information on health, Massachusetts 
law, national telephone numbers, and 
contemporary authors. Using the 
resources in our own collection and our 
ability to access material and 
information through the Minuteman 
system, the Library is able to provide 
rh level of reference service that the 
community needs. 


The Technical Service Departments 
added more than 9,000 items to the 
Library's collection in 1994. Numerous 
books that were out-of-date or in worn 
condition were weeded from the 
collection. The Cataloger worked to 
establish a public Internet connection 
for library patrons which will be 
available in early 1995. 


The staff of the Young People's Library 
was active in 1994 offering a wealth of 
programs to children and their families. 
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These programs included Twos 
Together, a program for toddlers and 
parents; Preschool Story Hours for 
children age 3 to 5; Story Crafts for 
elementary school age children in 
kindergarten to grade 3; and Silver 
Apple Story Time, a bedtime program 
for parents and children. 


In addition, the Young People's Library 
staff organized a Summer Reading 
Program entitled Ticket to Read that 
included Hit the Reading Road Book 
Club with participation by 275 school 
age children; Little Travelers Pre-Reader 
Passport Program with participation by 
210 children ages 3 to 5. More than 
1,000 children and parents 
participated in these programs during 


More than 1,100 adults attended a 
variety of library events held in the 
Meeting Room. Programs included an 
Active Reading series, poetry readings, 
lectures on Natick history, as well as the 
annual celebration of National Library 
Week with "Night of A Thousand Stars" 
that included storytelling by well- 
known town officials. 


The library staff also participated in a 
variety of outreach activities in 1994 
including ats at the Rotar 
Craft Fair, a magic show at the Fourt 
of July Festival on the Common, 
participation in the Community 
Coalition, visits to the schools and 
nursery schools by the Bookmobile, 
visits and book talks at the Senior 
Center and area organizations by 
Library Assistant Director Brenda 
Castino. 


We wish to express our dee 
appreciation to the library - staff, 
volunteers, and Friends of the Library 
who have generously donated time and 
financial support to library programs 
and projects in 1994. A very special 
note of thanks is extended to the Town 
Administration and other Town 
Departments who worked so hard 
along with us to make our move and 
the library building project a reality.

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Bacon Free Library 


1994 was a year in which the Board of 
Trustees of the Bacon Free Library 
commissioned an architectural survey 
of the building by Robert G. Neiley, 
Architects, evaluated the 
recommendations contained therein, 
and set new goals and _ prioritized 
expenditures for 1995 accordingly. For 
example, it was decided to make 
necessary repairs to the basement 
drainage system and the steam heating 
system just as soon as final evaluations 
could be obtained. 


By year's end, the Board had received 
word that the Historic District 
Commission had approved the building 
restoration project as contained in the 
Neiley Survey. Plans were, therefore, 
set in motion to launch a major 
fundraising effort to help defray the 
costs of restoring the exterior of the 
building in accordance with the Survey. 


In September, new Officers were elected 
and four new members were added to 
the Board. Andrew S. Kratinger was 
elected Chairman for a three-year term 
to expire September, 1997; and Erin 
Cummings, Karl Spilhaus, Robert 
Strayton, and David Ferrari were all 
elected to the Board. 


The library staff worked diligently to 
fulfill the library's mission to provide 
free public library services to all. The 
collection of 13,000 items, enhanced 
through interlibrary loans and deposit 
collections. from Regional libraries, 
offered juvenile and adult patrons 
current materials in both print and 
non-print formats. The circulation of 
books, periodicals, and audio and video 
cassettes continued to increased to a 
level of 7.6% over FY9S. 


The library continued its cooperation 
with the Morse Institute, area schools, 
day care facilities, and the Natick 
Historical Society. It sponsored lectures 
and book discussions for adults and 
music appreciation programs for 
children. In April the Natick libraries 
celebrated National Library Week with 
the annual "Night of a Thousand 
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Stars/Great American Read Aloud". 
The statewide summer _ reading 
program and the evening bedtime 
stories were popular programs during 
July and August. 


The Friends of the Bacon Free Library 
Pits brought Santa to visit with area 
children. In December there was also a 
"Mitten Tree" at the library where 
people donated knitted items for the 
Natick Service Council to distribute to 
the needy. Friends generously 
volunteered their time and talents to 
make these library programs successful. 
Some of the funds raised were used to 
support Story Hour programs and to 
purchase a Museum of Science pass for 
ibrary patrons. Everyone came 
together to make the library a busy and 
active community center. 


The Natick Historical Society Museum, 
on the lower level of the library 
building, received a new grant in 1994 
for conservation purposes. The 
volunteers in the museum, under the 
direction of Anne Schaller and Jan 
Prescott have spent many hours 
protecting original materials by putting 
them into the computer. The staff has 
attempted to reach out to the 
community with increased publicity 
and the installation of a _ separate 
telephone line and recording machine 
for the museum. Joint eget with 
the Bacon Free Library has enhanced 
both organizations' efforts to inform 
more people in the community about 
the collections housed at 58 Eliot Street.

Board of Assessors 


The Board of Assessors respectfully 
submits its Annual Town Report for the 
year ending December 31, 1994. In 
1994, the Assessors Office went 
through a complete transformation of 
computer systems and data collection. 
With the fet ape of systems, the 
office quickly became more efficient 
and the quality of work was greatly 
enhanced. We are now able to produce 
complete propery record cards and 
make data changes internally. The 
Office also developed programs to 
provide Natick with up-to-date 
reporting and a new business software 
system to track business property. In 
September the Assessors Office entered 
into a contract with Cole-Layer- 
Trumble Co. for the required 
revaluation of property values for Fiscal 
Year 1995. This process was completed 


in a timely manner and allowed us to 
list new values in the Tab newspaper 
prior to the Tax bills being mailed. The 
Department of Revenue of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
completed their review of the Towns 
property values and _ certified its 
recapitulation sheet and approved the 
new tax rate. The Board of Assessors 
hold their meetings on Tuesday nights 
and are always available to the public 
for questions or concerns. The Assessors 
Office looks forward to 1995 and will 
continue to make improvements and 
upgrades to provide the residents of 
Natick with the most complete and 
accurate information as possible. 


Our office is open Monday through 
Friday 8:00 - 5:00. 


Office of the Comptroller 


In compliance with Chapter 41, Section 
62 of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
submitted herewith is the annual 
report of the Accounting Department 
for the fiscal period July 1, 1993 
through June 30, 1994. 


All invoices and payrolls presented 
during the year by ithe Town 
Departments have been examined both 
fors-/their *decuraty’ aria iczal 
requirements before being submitted to 
the Treasurer for payments. The 
payments, which were presented on 
282 Treasury Warrants, amount to 
$67,754,925.74. Warrants payable as 
OL rune ou. 1994 totaled 
$1,660,574.26. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1993 
through June 30, 1994, inclusive of 
trust funds were $68,941,900.87. The 
cash balance on hand June 30, 1994, 
exclusive of trust funds was 
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$10,524,155.66 which is an increase 
of $1,838,664.32 from the balance on 
hand at the end of the previous fiscal 
period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation 
condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town Officers, 
Committees and Boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental 
budgets were compiled showing 
amounts for each item SP PROUAara 
during Fiscal Year 1994, and expended 
for Fiscal year 1994. Copies of each 
budget were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances 
closed for Fiscal Year 1994 amounted 
to $902,572.62 an increase of 
$480,649.83 from the previous fiscal 
period. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, 
Chapter 41, of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, notice was given to the 
Assessors of the total 1993-1994 
receipts, with the exception of revenues 
from Property Taxes, Loans, Trust

Natick Cultural Council 


The Natick Cultural Council celebrates 
fifteen years of service to the Town of 
Natick, recommending allocation of 
funding from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Formerly designated as 
the Natick Arts Lottery Council, the 
Council has sponsored Art Festivals, the 
- Opera Company of Boston 
Performances in Natick, Concerts on 
the Common, Concerts at the Natick 
Library showcasing the talents of local 
performers, many exhibitions of visual 
arts both at the library and at other 
locations in town, including Walnut 
Hill School and the Broadmoor 
Sanctuary, many arts programs within 
the Natick Schools, the Natick Drama 
Workshop, and has provided tickets for 
Natick students to attend the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra Youth Concerts, 
the Nutcracker Ballet, and the Opera 
Company of Boston performances. 


This year the Natick Cultural Council 
received fourteen grant applications for 
funding. Decision-making in grant 
application recommendations is based 
upon the following criteria: 


1. Extent of benefit to the community 
of Natick as a whole; 

2. Expertise/professionalism of grant 
applicant; 

3. Priority to local artists/ performers; 
and 

4, History of funding. 


As the funds allocated to our 
community from the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council are limited, it has 
become difficult to perform this 
stressful but rewarding task. The 
Natick Cultural Council vad historically 
included an interview process as part of 
their decision-making. After an 
extensive review and much discussion, 
the applications recommended for 
approval this year include: 
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The Natick Recreation Summer 
Concerts on the Common; 

Classes at the Kennedy Senior Center - 
"Creative Expression with Paint and 
Pencil"s*"The***Adult "Day scemers 
program - "Come Alive With the Arts"; 
A local exhibit of photographic puns; 
An educational project on musical 
compositions at Natick High School by 
composer Edward Paul Mascari; A 
permanent exhibit for Natick Town 
Hall of pen and ink drawings of 
historically significant places in Natick; 
A Musical Program for the elderly in 
Natick Nursing Homes; Co-sponsoring 
of a presentation of the Beau Jest 
Moving Theatre, Treasure Island, to be 
performed for grades K - 8 townwide in 
the Natick Schools; and, Attendance at 
the BSO Youth Concert for all Natick 
fourth-grade students at Boston 
Symphony Hall in Boston. 


Once again, under the auspices of the 
Boston Opera Association, New York 
City Opera members will perform for 
students from Wilson and JFK Junior 
Highs in updated versions of grant 
opera. These programs are in their 
sixth year and will take place at 
Kennedy Junior High on May 24th, 
1995: 


The Natick Cultural Council has an 
exciting new roster of members this 
year. They have performed with great 
enthusiasm under the guidance of 
Geraldine Barretto-Sims, our advisor, 
who is in her fifteenth year of service to 
the Council as member and as advisor. 
There is still a need for more members.

Conservation Commission 


For 1994, the Natick Conservation 
Commission continued to be challenged 
by a large number of Public Hearings. 

e Commission conducted hearings on 
39 Notices of Intent, 25 Requests for 
Determination of Applicability, granted 
15 Certificates of Compliance, and 
issued 5 Enforcement Orders. 


With regret, the Commission accepted 
the resignation of Eldridge Morgan and 
enthusiastically welcomed the 
appyunincnt of John Maciolek to fill 
the vacancy. Mr. Maciolek had been 
Associate Member of the Commission 
for several years and is an attorney 
specializing in real property matters. 
His expertise compliments and extends 
the other Commission member's 
expertise in environmental science, 
engineering and architecture. 


The Commission completed Phase 1 and 
successfully started Phase 2 of the 
Jennings Restoration Project. Under a 
contract awarded to Cali Construction 
of Natick, the existing dam structure 
was modified to allow drawing down 
the water level of the pond. The 
completion of Phase 2 provides the 
ability, now and in the future, to access 
the bottom of the ond for 
maintenance and removal of debris. In 
Phase 3, currently in the planning 
stages, the banks and accessible bottom 
of the pond will be dredged, removing 
an estimated 12,000 cubic yards of 
accumulated sediment and aquatic 
weed growth. The Comnussion’s goal 1s 


to conduct Phase 3 at no cost to the 
Town. 

As the controlling authority, the 
Commission also remained active in the 
development of Camp Mary Bunker 
and Pegan Cove and continues to work 
closely with the Natick Recreation 
Department with the goal of returning 
both to valuable natural resources for 
the Town’s residents. As part of it’s 
efforts, the Commission approved the 
application of Evan Hume, of Troop 
1775, to complete his Eagle Scout 
project by conducting a study of Pegan 
Cove and overseeing the 
implementation of some access 
improvements and grounds keeping. 


Finally, and most significantly, the 
Commission gratefully acknowledges 
the gifts of 1.Ds acres, 104 2. thie 
inhabitants of Natick”, along the banks 
of the Charles River and land of 
approximately 56,000 square feet at 
the end of Water Street. These gifts 
further add to the inventory of land in 
conservation Restriction, protected as 
natural resources for current and 
future generations of townspeople to 
enjoy.

Historical Commission 


The Historical Commission has initiated 
several pro-active 
preservation/renewal programs in 
1994 in an effort to raise interest in 
and support of Natick's historic 
resources. The following is summary of 
program highlights.: 


1. Mini-Park at Walnut Street Bridge: 
In cooperation with the Natic 
Center Associates and the Town, the 
Commission has assisted in securing 
funding for a new town park at the 
junction of Main and Walnut 
Streets. The project is designed to 
enhance the use of a small 
triangular area at the Northern end 
of Main Street and the existing 
Walnut Street Bridge as a 
pedestrian park and commuter rail 
station. It will feature new brick 
and concrete paving, landscaping, 
public art, an information kiosk, 
Victorian style lighting and a 
waiting shelter. Design will begin 
in early 1995 for execution in 
coordination with the North Main 
Street Bridge reconstruction. 


2. Demolition Delav_ By-Law: A 
proposed new by-law to formalize 
the review process for inventoried 
or listed historic properties was 
presented for consideration to 
Annual Town Meeting. Due to 
several questions and concerns of 
the Finance Committee and 
Planning Board, the proposed 
legislation was withdrawn for 
further study. The Commission is 
now reviewing draft revisions with 
the Planning Board for future re- 
submission to Town Meeting. 


3. Henry Wilson Shop Restoration: In 
a coordinating role, the Commission 
is working with the Town and 
volunteers, including an Eagle Bo 
Scout candidate, to accomplis 
carpentry repairs, roofing, painting, 
and landscape improvements to the 
historic site. A parking area and 
pathway are planned to ste ae 
visitors to stop and appreciate the 
site. 


Historic District Commission 


It is the function of the Natick Historic 
District Commission to review proposed 
Cnaneecn 0. oexrenigt. | (eatuyes an OL 
PrP Sti located in the Town's two 

istoric districts, namely the John Eliot 
Historic District and the Henry Wilson 
Historic District. 


Duis the course of 1994, Mrs. 
Dorothy Deslongchamps resigned from 
the Historic District Commission after 
many years of extraordinary service to 
the Commission, in order to devote 
greater time to other pursuits. The 
Selectman honored Mrs. 
Deslongchamps with a Proclamation 
recognizing her service to the 
Commission and the Town. 


Also during 1994, the Commission 
finalized, and circulated to residents of 
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the two Historic Districts, a set of non- 
binding guidelines describing the 
designs and_ styles of proposed 
alterations which the Commission has 
tended to approve in the past. The 
Guidelines are intended to provide 
assistance to property owners in the 
formulation of | their applications to the 
Commission.

Insect & Pest Control 


Field evidence indicates that the 
presence of "ASH YELLOWS" | is 
producing severe mortality on the 
mature and overmature hb stock 
of Ash trees in Natick's public shade tree 
inventory. 


The unusual massive size and location 
of these trees in relation to utilities and 
houses has and will continue to create 
very high removal costs. 


No other major insect or pest problems 
seem to be anywhere near to important 
high levels. 


Many of the calls that I have 
investigated related to insect or pest 
problems, or more simply put "What's 
Killing My Tree" are ant related to 
physical problems more related to use 
of improper species, old age, improper 
planting sites and a wide range of 
environmental problems that 
ultimately lead to an inability to 
survive under such site conditions.

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The Central Mass. Mosquito Control Project 


The Central Massachusetts Mosquito 
Control Project (CMMCP) now provides 
its services to twenty seven cities and 
towns throughout Middlesex and 
Worcester Counties. The Project is 
pleased to announce that the towns of 
Stow and Blackstone became members 
of the CMMCP as of July 1, 1994. 
Several other towns will be considering 
joining the project at their spring town 
meetings. This growth helps us achieve 
regional mosquito control. 


The project is headquartered in a 
modern facility located at 111 Otis 


Street, Northboro, MA. Tours of the . 


headquarters or visits to field work sites 
can be arranged by calling the office in 
advance. 


The project utilizes an Integrated Pest 
Management approach to mosquito 
control. This type of a program blends 
several methods and techniques with 
expertise, experience, and scientific 
research to provide the member 
communities with modern 
environmentally sound, cost effective 
mosquito control. 


Our public education efforts again this 
year were highlighted by the Mosquito 
Awareness Program offered to all 
elementary schools within the project. 
Project staff meet with students and 
teachers to discuss mosquito biology, 
mosquito habitat, and what they and 
their families can do to _ prevent 
mosquitoes from breeding around their 
homes. The program includes a slide 
talk show, handouts and_ coloring 
books, samples of live mosquito larvae, 


and the opportunity for students and 
teachers to ask questions. 

The project's Water Management 
Programs continue to show positive 
results. By cleaning clogged and 
overgrown waterways, mosquito 
breeding is reduced, wetlands are 
restored, and water quality is improved. 
This form of mosquito control although 
labor intensive yields great dividends 
and helps to reduce the dependence on 
pesticides. 


Areas where mosquito larvae are found 
are treated with BTI mosquito larvicide 
to prevent their emergence. We 
encourage the public to notify us as to 
any areas they suspect could breed 
mosquitoes. Field crews will investigate 
all such sites and treat as needed. 


The project strives to handle all 
mosquito problems with water 
management or larviciding _ but 
recognizes that there are times when 
adult mosquito spraying is the only 
viable solution. In such _ cases 
residential and recreational areas are 
treated with either handheld or pick-up 
truck mounted sprayers. 


The project's surveillance program 
monitors adult mosquito and larval 
opulation density and is the backbone 
or prescribing various control 
techniques. 


The project's video "Working for You" is 
available to anyone interested in 
learning more about mosquito control 
and the services provided by the Central 
Massachusetts Mosquito Control 
Project. 


Parking Meter Maintenance

has maintained all parking meters, 
both on street meters and parking 
meters in the two municipal PAINS 
lots. Meters are maintained on a 
weekly basis to insure proper working

Personnel Board 


The Personnel Board continues to 
focus its time on reviewing the 
policies, procedures and Human 
Resource functions of the Town. 


1994 was the first year of fully 
implementing the long awaited 
classification and pay plan along with 
a new performance evaluation system 
for management, supervisory and 
technical employees within the pay 
plan. The Board recommended and 
Town Meeting adopted a 
performance pay system based upon 
the 4% adjustment approved in the 
Spring of 94. The new performance 
system was arrived at through an 
employee committee utilizing Total 
Quality Management tools and was 
somewhat patterned after a program 
shared wih us by Bose Corporation 
through Personnel Board Member 
Lucy Mckinley. 


The West Suburban Health Group has 
solicited proposals for disability 
insurance which are being reviewed 
by the Personnel Board. We 


recommend this be paid for in full by 
the employee. Legislation and 
acceptance by the Board of Selectmen 
1s peguiceds This will be an important 
benefit, particularly for new 
employees, who have limited lon 
term benefits for catastrophic illness 
or accidents. 


As we enter 1995 the challenge of 
negotiating the 9 Collective 
Bargaining Agreements which expire 
on June 30, 1995 and further refine 
a Personnel Policy Manual for all 
departments will be a major challenge 
for the Town. We greatly appreciate 
the support and cooperation of. all 
Boards, Committees, Departments 
and employees with whom we have 
worked in the last year.

Approximately 120 diseased or dead 
public shade trees were removed and 
more than an equal amount of live 
trees were systematically pruned 
reshaped and had all deadwoo 
removed. This latter operation 
provides the chance to correct 
structural problems, approve 
appearances, remove dangerous 
problems and still sustain such trees for 
another 5 to 10 years. 


Two public hearings were held; 1 for 
commercial removal and 1 as required 
under Chapter 40, 15C (the Scenic 
Roads Act). Also one citation was issued 
to a public utility for failure to obtain a 
eu required for the placement of 
ines within 10' of a public shade tree. 
Project was brought into conformity 
and inspections and reporting has 
proceeded. 


The Tree Warden is serving as a 
member of the Selectmen's appointed 
Leach Lane Working Committee. One 
major section of the Committee's 
charge is to determine the impact on 
the Town's public shade trees, including 


the removal of and the replacement of 
the same by the construction of a 
section of Framingham Extension Relief 
Sewer by the MWRA. 

Initial surveys have determined the 
actual number of public shade trees 
that may be required to be removed 
due to limited work area and the 
narrow configuration of the street. 


A public hearing will be held in earl 
1995 regarding the proposed removals 
and to establish an_ equalizing 
replacement procedure as _ required 
under Chapter 87 and Natick's Rules 
and Regulations. 


A new 3 year contract for tree services 
was negotiated with Cedarlawn Tree 
Services, the successful low bidder. 


The undersigned was appointed for an 
additional 3 year term by Town 
Administrator and ratified by a 
majority vote of the Board of 
Selectmen.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, In 1844 at the annual Town Meeting, the good citizens of Natick approved the 
purchase of two pumping engines to assist the town volunteers extinguish fires. 

VICTOR #1 was stationed in the southwest corner of the Natick Townhouse located in the 
downtown and ELIOT #2 was stationed in Joseph Roger's stable in South Natick. 


These engines were operated by companies of volunteers who risked their lives to help protect 
the safety of Natick residents and its property. This was the creation of the 
NATICK FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Over the next one hundred and fifty years, many volunteer firemen served this great 
community as many firehouses were built throughout our neighborhoods. The equipment has 
changed along with new techniques of reporting and fighting fires. As our population grew, 
we became a mobile society and many residents became employed out of town. With this in 
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mind, the good citizens of Natick decided it was time to employ full time firemen. 


In 1994, the Town of Natick has four fire stations equipped with five Pumper Engines, one 
Ladder Engine Truck, one Hazardous Material Response Truck, one Ambulance and one Fire 
Alarm Service Truck, all serving our thickly settled neighborhoods. It is operated twenty four 
hours a day, every day, by professionally trained firefighters. 


A firefighter today has many responsibilities which include, medical assistance, rescue 
operations, fire prevention, hazardous waste cleanup, maintenance of fire alarm system and 
emergency communications. Sometimes we forget this service but we are occasionally 
reminded when the sound of sirens and air horns fill the air throughout this town. 


The Natick Fire Department has answered the call for help over the past one hundred and fifty 
years. As the firefighters begin to celebrate their one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
service to our community, let us remember the duty and sacrifices performed by the present 
and retired members.

(Historical Commission)

"Regulations for the Demolition or Relocation of Historically significant Buildings 
and Structures. 


I. Intent and Purpose 


This bylaw is adopted for the purpose of protecting and preserving significant 
buildings and structures which constitute or reflect distinctive features pertaining 
to the history of the Town of Natick and for the purpose of promoting the public 
welfare through the retention of the architectural, historical, cultural and aesthetic 
heritage of the Town. The intent of this bylaw is to encourage owners, and 
others, to preserve, rehabilitate and restore significant buildings or structures 
rather than demolishing them. 


i: Definitions 


For the purpose of this bylaw, the following words and phrases shall have the 
following meanings: 
A. Applicant: The party that seeks permission to alter a regulated 
structure. 


B. — Building: A structure designed for the shelter or housing of 
persons, animals, chattels, business uses or property of any kind. 


& Commission: The Natick Historical Commission. 


‘D. Demolition: Any act of pulling down, destroying, or razing a 
structure, or any part or attached portion thereon. 


E. Permit: The document issued by the Inspector of Buildings as 
required by the State Building Code for the demolition or relocation 
of a regulated building or structure. 


F. Historically Significant Building or Structure: Any building or 
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Il. 


structure which is (1) importantly associated with one or more historic 
persons or events or with the architectural, cultural, economic, political or 
social history of the Town of Natick, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and/or the United States of America: or (2) is historically 
or architecturally important by reason of type, period, style and method 
of building construction, or represents the work of a particular architect or 
builder, either by itself or in the context of a group of buildings or 
structures. 


Inspector: The Natick Inspector of Buildings. 

Preferably Preserved Historically Significant Building or Structure: 
Any historically significant building or structure which is so 
determined at a public hearing to be worthy of preservation by the 


Commission. 


Relocation or Removal: To transfer a structure from its existing 
location. 


Structure: Any combination of materials assembled or constructed 
in or on the ground. 


Regulated Buildings and Structures 


The provisions of this bylaw shall apply only to the following buildings and 
structures: 


A. 


Any building or structure listed on, or which is subject of a 
pending application for inclusion on, the National Register 
of Historic Places or the Massachusetts State Register of 
Historic Places; or 


Any building or structure included in the Inventory of the 
Historic and Prehistoric assets of the Commonwealth. 


The Commission shall forthwith after the adoption of this 
bylaw prepare and file with the Inspector and the Town 
Clerk a list of regulated buildings and structures which list 
as amended, from time to time, may be relied upon by the

Procedures 


Upon receipt of an application of a permit to demolish or 
relocate a building or structure that is regulated by this 
bylaw, the Inspector shall forward a copy of same to the 
Commission and the Planning Director of the Town. The 
Inspector is encouraged to submit said copy as quickly as 
possible by hand delivery or electronic transmission to the 
chairperson or contact person established by the 
Commission. 


Within ten (10) business days from receipt by the 
Commission of a copy of such application the Commission 
shall make a preliminary determination of whether or not 
the building or structure is a regulated building or structure 
and if the Commission determines that the building or 
structure is regulated by this ordinance, the Commission 
shall also preliminarily determine within the same ten (10) 
business days whether or not the building or structure may 
be a Historically Significant Building or Structure. 


If the Inspector does not receive the opinion of the 
Commission in regard to these preliminary determinations 
within ten (10) business days of the date of the receipt of 
the application by the Commission, then, the Inspector 
may grant the permit applied for. 
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D. 


If the Commission determines that the building or structure 
is not regulated by this ordinance, or is not Historically 
Significant, the permit application shall be signed as 
approved by the Commission and returned to the 
Inspector. Upon receipt of same, the Inspector may, 
subject to the requirements of the building code and other 
applicable laws, issue such permit. 


If the Commission preliminarily determines that the 
building or structure may be a Historically Significant 
Building or Structure, the Commission shall review the 
application for such permit at a public hearing to be held 
within twenty (20) business days of determination that the 
subject building or structure may be a Historically 
Significant Building or Structure. The Commission shall 
cause to be published in a newspaper of local circulation 
notice of the date and place of such public hearing. Such 
notice shall specify the address of the subject building or 
structure, and shall be published in said newspaper once 
during the two weeks preceding the date of such public 
hearing. All estimated expenses of publication, posting and 
mailing shall be reimbursed to the Commission by the 
applicant at the time of the hearing. 


No less than five (5) business days before the public 
hearing the applicant for such permit shall submit to the 
Commission the following in triplicate. 


4 A plan showing the location of the building or 
structure; 

eh Photographs of all street facade elevations; 

3 A thorough and detailed description of any intended 


construction with copies of site plans, building 
plans and elevation drawings; 


4, The reasons for the proposed demolition or 
relocation and data supporting said reason; 
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a A brief description of the proposed reuse of the 
premises. 
G. Notice of a hearing or determination provided for in this 


bylaw shall be sent by the Commission to the assessed 
owner of record, the applicant for the demolition permit (if 
different from owner of record), the Inspector and to such 
other persons and organizations in such manner as the 
Commission may determine appropriate. The Commission 
may require that the applicant post and maintain on the 
building which is the subject of an application governed by 
this bylaw a notice, in a form designated by the 
Commission, visible from the nearest public way, of any 
public hearing on the subject matter of such application; and 
applicant shall comply with such requirement. 


Ee After said public hearing, the Commission shall, within ten 
(10) business days, determine whether or not the subject 
building or structure is a Preferably Preserved Building or 
Structure, and notify in writing the applicant and the 
Inspector of its determination, stating the reasons for such 
decision. 


I. If the determination is that the subject building or structure 
is Preferably Preserved, the Inspector shall not issue a 
permit for a period of nine (9) months from the date of such 
determination, unless the Commission informs the 
Inspector in writing prior to the expiration of the nine (9) 
month period that: 


1. The Commission is satisfied that the applicant has 
made a bonafide, reasonable, and unsuccessful effort 
to locate a purchaser for the building or structure 
who is willing to preserve, move, rehabilitate or 
restore the building or structure; or 


2; The applicant has agreed to accept such permit 
subject to conditions approved by the Commission. 
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Emergency Demolition 


If the Inspector determines that any building or structure subject to this 
bylaw poses an immediate threat to public health or safety due to it’s 
deteriorated condition then the Inspector shall forthwith notify the 
Chairperson of the Commission or his or her designee and after the 
inspection of said building or structure by said representative of the 
Commission the Inspector shall determine whether there is any reasonable 
alternative to the immediate demolition of the building or structure which 
would protect public health and safety. Whenever the Inspector issues an 
emergency demolition permit under the provisions of this section he shall 
prepare and file a written report describing the condition of the building or 
structure and the basis of his decision to issue an emergency demolition 
permit with the Commission. Nothing in this bylaw shall be deemed 
inconsistent with the procedures for the demolition and/or securing of 
building and structures established by General Laws Chapter 143, Sections 
6-10, as long as the foregoing procedures are followed. 


Non-Compliance with Bylaw 


Anyone who demolishes, alters or removes a building or 
structure in violation of this bylaw shall be subject, upon 
complaint of the Town, to a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500.00). 


In the event of such non-compliance, the Inspector shall 
not issue any permits pertaining to the premises on which 
such non-compliance occurred for a period of two (2) years 
from the date of such violation. Such moratorium shall be 
in addition to the levying of any fine. 


In addition to the foregoing, the Inspector is authorized to 
institute any actions, in law or in equity, as he deems 
necessary to obtain compliance with the requirement of this 
bylaw in order to prevent a threatened violation thereof. 
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VIII. Severability 


In case any section, paragraph or part of this bylaw is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, every other section, 
paragraph and part shall continue in full force and effect, or otherwise act thereon.

Such a 
sign may be posted for a period not to exceed two (2) 
weeks. 


One temporary sign relating to business sales, events and promotions may 
be posted on the subject property. Such a sign may be posted for a period 
not to exceed thirty (30) days. 


One temporary sign pertaining to the sale or lease of land or a building may 
be posted on the subject property. Such a sign shall be removed promptly 
after the sale or lease has been effected. No permit shall be required for 
such a temporary sign. 


Temporary signs other than the above, including without limitation signs 
pertaining to political or civic campaigns, movements and events may be 
displayed not more than forty-five (45) days prior to the event to which 
they relate. 


Each such temporary sign shall be removed within seventy-two (72) hours 
after the completion of the event to which it relates. No permit shall be 
required for such a temporary sign. 


No temporary sign in a residential district shall have a total area 
which exceeds six (6) square feet. No temporary sign in a non- 
residential district shall have an area which exceeds ten (10) square 
feet 
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(f) No temporary sign shall be illuminated. 


(g) | Each temporary sign shall comply with the minimum setback requirements 
for a building applicable to the zoning district in which a sign is located. 
No temporary sign shall project more than six (6) inches in front of any 
established front line for buildings. Each temporary sign shall comply 
with the applicable corner clearance requirements in these Zoning By- 
Laws.

These amendments permit later hours of operation for a restaurant in this 
district and removes the prohibition against the service of liquor in a restaurant in 
this district. 


These proposed changes create serious concerns about negative impacts on the 
quality of life for residents in this area of Natick and in the opinion of residents 
about departure from the original intent of the Highway Planned Use District. 


As a result of these concerns an extensive meeting was held with representatives 
of the Walnut Hill Association, Owners of Apple Hill I and a representative of the 
Outback Restaurant. As a result of this meeting an Agreement among all 
participants in the meeting has been achieved as follows: 


The current owners of Apple Hill I agree, as a limited partnership entity 
and as individuals with the exception of Article 11 of the Fall Annual 
Town Meeting of 1994, they will seek no further changes in the Highway 
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Planned Use District of the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of 
Natick. In addition they will not support any proposed zoning 
changes to that district that might be proposed by present or 
future owners of the area known as Apple Hill Il. 


It is further agreed by the current owners of Apple Hill I that no 
more than one Liquor License for a restaurant will be sought for 
or issued Apple Hill I and at no time shall the seating for such 
restaurant exceed 300. 


If Article 11 of the Fall Town Meeting of 1994 is enacted it is 
agreed that the application for a restaurant with a Liquor License 
in that zone will agree to the following conditions to be 
incorporated into the License itself. 


No parking spaces, except for required handicap parking, 
shall be available to patrons of the proposed restaurant on 
the western side of the proposed restaurant location after 6 
p.m. In addition, the employees of the restaurant will be 
required to use the parking spaces that abut Route 9 and 
every effort will be made, by management of the restaurant, 
to have patrons park as close as possible to Route 9 on the 
westerly side of the site. 


On Friday and Saturday the restaurant will employ and pay 
for a Special Police Officer or Security Personnel as needed 
from 9 p.m. to 2 a.m. 


There shall be no service of food or alcohol at tables outside 
of the building. 


There shall be no outdoor audio paging of customers. 
There shall be no outdoor music from the restaurant. 


Every effort will be made to have all waiting for service to 
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be within the building itself. 


Cooperative efforts will be made to provide for greater 
signage on Route 9 and no signage on the sides of the 
building facing neighborhoods. 


f Service of alcohol in the waiting area in accordance with the 
Rules and Regulations of the Town of Natick will only be 
to patrons awaiting a table for the service of food.
